Soviets ready 
to start 
pullout from 
May 15 

MOSCOW, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev announced today that 
Soviet forces will begin a total 
withdrawal from Afghanistan on 
May lSifagreementis reached at 
Geneva peace talks, two months 
before that date. 

In a statement issued by the 
official Tass news agency, Gor- 
bachev said the withdrawal 
would be completed within 10 
months. 

He said Soviet troops could 
begin the pullout earlier if Afgh- 
anistan and Pakistan reached a 
peace accord before March 15 at 
the United,. Nations-mediated 
talks in Geneva. 

“Seeking to facilitate a speedy 
and successful conclusion of the 
Geneva talks between Afghanis- 
tan and Pakistan, the Soviet 
government and the Republic of 
Afghanistan have agreed to set a 
specific date for be ginning the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops — 
May 15, 1988 — and to complete 
their withdrawal within 10 mon- 
ths, 1 ' Gorbachev said. 

Assumption 

“The date is set based on the 
assumption dial agreements on 
the settlement would be signed 
no later than March I S, 1 988 and 
that, accordingly, they would all 
enter into force simultaneously 
two months after that. 

"If the agreements are sighed 
before March IS, the withdrawal 
of troops will, accordingly, begin 
earlier." 

The Soviet Union intervened 
militarily in Afghanistan in 
December 1 979. Western experts 
estimate Soviet troop strength 
thereat 115,000 men. 

Gorbachev said Moscow and 
Kabul had also agreed that. "a 
relatively. greater portion of the 
Soviet contingent” could be 
pulled out in the first stage of the 
withdrawal period. 

Gorbachev said the withdr- 
awal of Soviet troops would be 
linked to “guarantees of non- 
interference" in Afghanistan's 
internal affairs. 

But he said the pullout could 
proceed even if efforts to set up a 
coalition government in Kabul 
did not produce immediate 
results.

Israeli savagery reignites rage 

15-year-old boy 
beaten to death 


TEL AVIV, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
Israeli troops beat a Palestin- 
ian schoolboy to death after 
taking him from his home in a 
Gaza Strip refugee camp, a 
senior UN official said today. 

A witness from Bureij camp, 
Khalil Mohammed, said 15- 
year-old lyad Mohammed 
Aqel's head was “beaten to pulp, 
his hands were bruised and 
swollen and his back was black 
and blue." 

Amid widespread violence in 
the occupied territories, a Pales- 
tinian was shot dead — apparen- 
tly by an Israeli civilian — in the 
West Bank village of Kafr 
Kadum near Nablus, bringing 
the unofficial death toll in two 
months of riots to at least 50. 

There were also fierce clashes 
in Arab East Jerusalem. Two 
policemen were injured in the Sil- 
wan neighbourhood when Arab 
youths set fire to a delivery van 
that police had commandeered 
and camouflaged as bakery van, 
witnesses said. 

Gruesome 

Local residents found lyad 
unconscious in an orange grove 
outside the Bureij refugee camp 
last night and took him to a hosp- 
ital where he died. 

Soldiers opened fire on stone-, 
throwing mourners a this funeral 
today, wounding an 1 1-year-old 
girl and a 15-year-old boy, said 
Bernard Mills, director of the 
UN Relief and Works 
(Unrw a) for -Pale stinian j 
in the Gaza Strip. * 


The Army was unable to 
explain the incident, one of the. 
most gruesome since the disor- 
ders began on Dec 9. 

Mo hammed soldiers from 
the elite Givati Infantry Brigade 
entered the house searching for 
youths who had stoned them in 
the streets. They beat and drag- 
ged away lyad and his 18-year- 
old cousin Abdallah Ali Aqd, 
who had his arm broken. 

News of the death sparked 
rioting m the nearby Nuseuat 
refugee camp and an Army spok- 
esman said troops opened fire 
with live ammunition, wounding 
four Palestinians. 

A general strike called by a 
clandestine “Unified Leadership 
of the Uprising” , was widely 
observed today with very few 
Arab labourers leaving the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip for their 
jobs in Israel. 

Limitation 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin ordered froops last month 
to beat rioters instead of shoot- 
ing them following worldwide 
condemnation of Israel's use of 
force to crush Arab unrest 

But troops have increasingly 
resorted to live ammunition 
again in the last week. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Pores said there was no military 
solution to the unrest in the 
occupied territories because 
Israel was limited by moral con- 
straints. 

“We have limitations on bow 
to deal with . s to no-throwers, 
-limitations that we placed upon 


ourselves because we do not want 
' to be human animals,” he said. 

lyad appeared tobe the second 
person to die from beating. 
Another 15-year-old, Rami 
Aklok, died of a brain haemmor- 
hage in Jerusalem's Mokassed 
Hospital yesterday and doctors 
said be had been severely beaten 
on the head. 

The Army denied he was 
beaten by troops. 

PoBce used tear gas to disperse 
stone-throwing youths at 
Herod’s Gate to the old city of 
Jerusalem and two Israeli youths 
were slightly injured while tour- 
ing die old city walls, a popular 
tourist attraction. 

An Army spokesman said first 
investigation showed no troops 
had been present in the village of 
Kfar Kadum when 25-year- old 
Abdel- Basset Abdallah was shot 
in the head. 

Security sources said witnesses 
reported that an Israeli civilian 
car, possibly driven by a Jewish 
settler, entered the village and its 
occupants were suspected of the 
shooting. 

In the town of Haihoui, north 
of Hebron, troops opened fire to 
disperse rock-throwing demon- 
strators, wounding several peo- 
ple, witnesses said. 

Unrest was reported in several 
outlying Arab villages as the upr- 
ising spread to areas normally 
remote from any political agita- 
tion. 

The West Bank’s biggest city, 
Nablus, remained under curfew 
for the eighth day today. Twelve

600 to sail aboard ‘Ship of Return’ 


ATHENS, Feb 8, (Agencies): A 
PLO official said today that 600 
people will sail this week on an 
“Exodus”- inspired “Ship of 
Return" headed for Haifa, and 
said Israeli acceptance of the 
boat would encourage peace. 

“If they accept, they will make 
it short for peace,' said Fouad A1 
Bittar; the PLO Ambassador in 
Athens, during a news con- 
ference. 

He said the stilt-unidentified 
ship would sail on Wednesday 
from the Greek port of Piraeus, 
with 200 Palestinians deported 


by Israel, 200 prominent 
observers and 200 journalists. 

Bittar refused to release the 
name of the vessel or reveal the 
flag it would fly, but he said a 
contract had been signed for its 
charter. He said it would be 
called the “Ship of Return." 

Voyage 

He said it is due to reach the 
Israeli port of Haifa on about 
Feb 1 5 after stopping in Cyprus. 
It appeared unlikely, however, 
that Israeli officials would let the 
ship dock.

US officers see Iraqi 
plane firing Exocet 


MANAMA, Feb 8, (Agencies): 
Officers aboard a US battle 
cruiser watched an Iraqi jet fire 
an Exocet missile and saw the 
projectile explode as the 
American ship sailed up the Gulf 
during the night, US military 
sources said today. 

The Iraqi plane, a Soviet-built 
Badger, was only eight miles (1 1 
kilometres) from the American 
vessel when it fired, and “for a 
moment, it looked as if the mis- 
sile had been fixed at the ship," 
said one informant. “It was a 
pretty tense moment” 

Missile 

The source, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the fir- 
ing occurred about 100 miles 
(160 kms) south of Bahrain, as 
the cruiser Richmond K. Turner 
sailed north from Dubai. 

Its location at the time was rn 
the same area where the US mis- 
sile frigate S tarfc was struck by an 
Iraqi warplane last May 1 7. 

US officers watched from the 
bridge and on radar screens in the 
Turner's combat centre as the 
Iraqi aircraft flew some 240 miles 
(400 kms) down the Gulf and 
then looped eastward, in what 
US officers said was a typical 
flight pattern, though further 
south than usual, for Iraqi planes - 
attacking oil tankers along the 
Iranian coast. 

“Condition three red,” the 
highest level of alert with missiles 
ready for launching, was in effect 
aboard the Turner, which on 
Thanksgiving Day came within a 
second of firing at three Iraqi 
planes approaching in what 
officers called a “ship attack 
mode" in the northern Gulf. - 


Meanwhile, London-based 
Lloyd's shipping intelligence 
unit confirmed that the Iranian 
tanker Khark 5 was hit by Iraqi 
warplanes in a raid earlier yester- 
day on Iran's Kharg Island oil 
terminal in the northern Gulf. 

It said the 284,632-ton super- 
tanker, owned by the state-run 
National Iranian Tanker Co., 
was set afire and two crewmen 
were wounded. The raid was the 
first in more than three months . 
on the heavily defended ter- 
minal. 

Lloyd's also identified the ship 
hit in a Feb 5 Iraqi raid as the 
20,691-ton bulk carrier Iran 
Entekhab. It said one crewman 
was killed in that attack. 

In Dubai, an Iranian diplomat 
told a news conference that 
Tehran has begun “massive 
production” of remote-con- 
trolled. pilotless drone aircraft 
which could be used for attacks 
on shipping. 

Ahmed Ashraf Islami, Iran's 
consul general m UAE. said Iran 
also was producing a variety of 
missiles, including “powerful 
ballistic missiles with accurate 
targetting capabilities,” and said 
the achievements meant the 
country had gained “self-suf- 
ficiency in military hardware.” 

A -Soviet delegation has ended 
a visit to Baghdad after pledging 
readiness to consider an arms 
embargo against Iran for a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war, Bagh- 
dad Radio reported today. 

A joint- communique issued 
after the Soviets left last night 
“stressed the necessity to take all 
practical measures that will lead 
to the end of this tragic war." 


Three Kuwaiti tankers 
reregistered in Liberia 


THE Kuwaif Oil Tanker Com- 
pany (KOTC) has put three of its 
refined product tankers under 
the Liberian flag, leaving only 
five of its 22-ship fleet still regis- 
tered in Kuwait, shipping sour- 
ces said yesterday. 

A KOTC official declined to 
gives reason for the move, which 
the sources said was made late 
last year . 

KOTC had already reregistered 
1 1 tankers in the United States 
and three in Britain to qualify for 
big power naval protection from 
Iranian attacks in the Gulf. 


Iran has singled out Kuwaiti 
shipping for attack in retaliation 
for Kuwait's support for its war. 
Foe, Iraq. 

The sources said the 66,652- 
tonne sister ships Utnm. 
Ruwaisat, Umm A1 Rods and 
Umm A1 Jathatheei had been 
renamed theHelsby the Hoylake 
and the West Kirby.

Conference on killer disease opens 

Closing of borders 
cannot curb AIDS

A HIGH-RANKING WHO 
official yesterday launched a 
strong appeal for frankness in 
dealing with AIDS and urged the 
member states of the WHO Eas- 
tern Mediterranean region to 
focus their preventive efforts on 
public information campaigns 
rather than mandatory screen- 
ing. 

Speaking at the opening of 
Kuwait’s second International 
Conference on AIDS, Dr Jon- 
athan Mann, director of the 
WHO AIDS programme, said 
that it was the behaviour of peo- 
ple rather than laws and screen- 
ing that would reduce the risk of 
infection. , ' 

Isolation 

“Say no to exclusion, isolation 
and quar antines although Jthcy 
may appear politicalty^arid. 
socially attractive. Qosing bcir- 
■dexs to the disease has never 
worked," he told the participants 
in an inspiring speech which 


painted a grim picture of the 
epidemic’s growth but also con- 
tained a hopeful note when he 
spoke about the global fight 
against the killer disease. 

“People need to be motivated, 
informed and supported rather 
than threatened” he said. It is the 
strength of individual cultures, 
science and human solidarity 
which can effectively help fight 
AIDS" he said. 

Balance 

Dr Hussein Gezairy, the WHO 
regional director, deplored the 
repeated calls for screening of all 
visitors to the region despite the 
WHO assurances that such prac- 
tice was of little value. 

Iraq is the only country in the 
world that screened tourists for 
the virus. From March 1 , AIDS 
test would be compulsory for 
new applicants for residence 
visas in Kuwait. 

' . Kuwait’s Minister of Health. 
Dr Abdul Razzak AI Yousef, 
who opened the conference, said 
Kuwait has sought to balance the

human rights of those who were 
afflicted by the disease and oth- 
ers who were noL 
But be- pointed out that 
Kuwait's preventive measures 
would prove of little value unless 
there was public awareness and 
support for them. 

Dr Mann’s call for openness 
seems to have elicited an instant 
response from Kuwait’s Minis- 
try of Health.

Rajeha Ameer, 35. was named 
undersecretary for planning 
affairs at the technical secretariat 
of the State Development Coun- 
cil by royal decree at the week- 
end. 

The English-language Oman 
Daily Observer quoted her as 
saying: “Pm very happy, not 
only for myself, but for all 
women.” 

Mis Ameer said; “It ’s a big 
step for us.” 

The sultanate, at the southern 
tip of the Arabian peninsula, did 
not even have schools for girls 
until 1970. 

Mrs Ameer had to study out- 
side the country, majoring in 
mathematics in Baghdad. 

She returned to Oman in 1 972 
to work as a statistician for the 
government. 


Aquino 
defends ban 
on maids 

MANILA. Feb 8, (AP): 

President Corazon Aquino said a 
temporary ban to prevent 
Filipino women from working 
overseas as domestics is intended 
to safeguard their welfare. 

The government has announ- 
ced that effective March 1 , it will 
no longer certify permits- for 
Filipino women to travel abroad 
to take jobs as domestics because 
of widespread complaints of sex- 
ual and other exploitation. 

Most Filipino maids work in 
Hong Kong. Singapore, south- 
ern Europe and in the Middle 
East. 

Critics claim the ban will 
deprive thousands of women of 
job opportunities and create har- 
dship m a country whose domes- 
tic economy cannot provide 
enough well-paying jobs. 

Mrs Aquino said in her weekly 
radio broadcast last night that 
the government is looking for 
other ways to protect the 
women's safety. 

In a related development, she 
said the Japanese government 
has agreed to certain measures to 
protect Filipino women working 
in Japan. She said Japan had 
agreed to process visa applica- 
tions for female entertainers 
from the Philippines only after 
their contracts had been 
approved by the Philippine 
Overseas Employment Adminis- 
tration. 

Philippine newspapers have 
published scores of reports quot- 
ing young women who claimed 
they were recruited as singers and 
dancers, only to be forced into 
prostitution once they reached 
Japan. 

The number of Filipino 
women working abroad is 
believed to be in the hundreds of 
thousands. An exact figure is not 
available from the government 
because many do not apply for 
overseas work through govern- 
ment offices. 

Probe on torture 

MANILA, Feb 8, (AF):PreSdent 
Corazon Aquino today ordered 
an investigation into a news- 
paper report that the military 
had tortured five alleged com- 
munist leaders arrested last 
week. 

The leftist daily Malaya 
quoted defence lawyers Amo 
Sanidad and Romeo Capulong 
as saying their clients had been 
beaten and tortured while 
detained at a military camp.

BONN, Feb 8, (Agencies): 
European Economic Commun- 
ity foreign ministers today 
deplored the Israeli crackdown 
on unrest in the occupied 
territories of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip as a violation of 
international law. 

A statement issued by the 12 
ministers after talks with King 
Hussein of Jordan on the prosp- 
ects for an international Middle 
East peace conference was their 
strongest to date on the violence. 

“They deeply deplore the 
repressive measures taken by 
Israel, which are in violation of 
international law and human 
rights. These measures must 
stop,” the statement said. 

Dangerous 

The ministers said they 
encouraged all initiatives that 
could end Arab-lsraeli conflicts 
and urged “all parties to exercise 
maximum restraint in order to 
reduce the dangerous level of ten- 
sion in the occupied territories.” 

The community has already 
lodged two protests with Israel 
through its ambassadors on 
Israeli tactics that have led to at 
least 50 deaths in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip in the last two 
months. 

Diplomats said King Hussein 
appealed to theministers to act as 
a bridge between the Arabs and 
Israelis and between the two 
superpowers, which would have 
to cooperate for a UN con- 
ference to take place. 

“He is clearly expecting a lot 
from Europe,” said one 
diplomat at the two-hour meet- 
ing. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl told visiting King Hus- 
sein he will '‘emphatically sup- 
port" the proposal for an inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East during his talks in 
Washington next week. 

King Hussein, invited by West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher to brief the 12 
on the Arab League Sumnut in 
Amman last November, 
advocates an international con- 
ference on the Middle East 

Violence 

After the Amman meeting, 
Egyptian President Hosci 
Mubarak launched a plan for a 
six-month halt to violence in the 
occupied territories as a first step 
toward a negotiated settlement. 

Mubarak's recent tour of 
Europe and the United States 
coincided with a mission by US 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy to explain 
Washington’s latest initiative, 
which calls for limited Palestin- 
ian autonomy pending talks on 
the final status of the occupied 
territories: 

In Riyadh, Murphy consulted 
today behind closed doors with 
Saudi Arabian leaders, informed 
sources reported. 

The sources said be flew in 
from Damascus, where he had 
lengthy talks with President 
Hafez Al Assad and other Syrian 
leaders. 

Rejected 

His talks in Damascus were 
described as serious and busines- 
slike, but officials said Syria 
remained adamant in rejecting 
all “unilateral and partial” solu- 
tions. 

In Damascus, officials said 
Syria rejected unilateral and par- 
tial solutions and told Murphy 
that Israel must pull out of the 
occupied territories. 

Children shot for

Pakistani troops shot and woun- 
ded three children violating a 
curfew imposed on a riot-torn 
section of Karachi, doctors said 
today. 

They said the three, all suffer- 
ing bullet wounds, were brought 
into hospitals from curfew zones 
last evening.

the China Daily said. 

But the effect of thecrackdown 
so far is that gambling sessions 
have become more secretive, the 
newspaper said. 

“They are conducted in far- 
mers’ homes pigs ties and credit 
cooperatives, and even in the 
homes of comm uni st party mem- 
bers and cadres," it said. 

“The stakes are getting larger 
all the time ... in some it lias 
reached over 10,000 yuan 
(S2.700)” the paper added. 

All gaming, except for 
carefully-controlled chanty lot- 
teries, has been illegal in China 
since the communist takeover in 
1949. 


SEOUL, Feb 8, (UP1): Opposi- 
tion leader Kim Young-Sam 
abruptly resigned today as head 
of the main opposition Reun- 
ification Democratic Party, say- 
ing he hoped the move would 
help reunite a bitterly divided 
opposition before the upcoming 
parliamentary elections. 

The move drew mixed reac- 
tions from the ruling Democratic 
Justice Party and the opposition 
Party for Peace and Democracy. . 
led by Kim's archrival Kim Dae- 
Jung. 

Yoo Kyong-Hyon, a ruling 
party spokesman, said he hoped 
the decision would not interfere . 
with negotiations between the 
opposition and government to 
reform the election laws before . 
the parliamentary balloting. 

A spokesman for Kim Dae- ’ 
Jung's party said: “We welcome 
his decision but we want to know 
the real intention behind his 
move.” 

Kim and rival opposition 
leader Kim Dae- Jung received 
harsh criticism for dividing the 
opposition by both running for 
president durmg the election Dec 
16, enabling ruling party can- 
didate Roh Tae-Woo to capture 
the presidency. Roh will be 


inaugurated Feb 25 to a five-year 
term. 

Kim offered Jan 6 to step down 
as leader of the Reunification 
Democratic Party, South 
Korea's main opposition party. 
He decided to keep his post after 
a national party convention 
endorsed his leadership. 

Butin a reversal, Kim announ- 


ced today that he would relin- 
quish the party leadership. 


Speaking at a news conference at 
party headquarters, he said he 
would retain party membership 
but would not hold any post. 

“Opposition unity is what all 
our people aspire to see and a 
historical task imposed on me,” 
Kim Young-Sam said. “1 hope 
my nsgnafcon wiU provides new 
turningpoint fora united opposi- 
tion front.”

The 
ws must be revised in time to 
allow for elections by the end of 
April. 

Kim Dae Jung has promised 
that he will accept a collective 
leadership for his party after the 
parliamentary elections. 


NEW YORK, Feb 8, (UPI): Six 
federal employees at the 
Metropolitan Correctional 
Centre in the New York 
borough of Manhattan were 
fired last month for running 
prostitution and smuggling 
rings inside the jail, a publi- 
shed report said today. 

Two female officers were dismis- 
sed for having sex with male 
inmates, and four male 
guards were fired for having 
sex with female inmates or for 
working as procurers for 
prisoners who worked as 
prostitutes, the daily news 
reported. 

The dismissals came last month 
as part of a crackdown on 

■ illegal sex at the federal jail, 
which houses 700 male, and 

■ 100 female inmates awaiting 
trials, the newspaper quoted 
unidentified sources as say- 
ing. Six other guards were 
fired for similar reasons last 
year, it said. 

A federal grandjury is investigat- 
ing the allegations that guards 
accepted payoffs from prison- 
ers in exchange for arranging 
sexual favours and smuggling 
in contraband, the newspaper 
reported. 


LONDON, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
More than 32,000 Ford workers 
began their first national strike in 
10 years today, shutting down 
Britain's largest car manufac- 
turer in a wave of labour unrest 
that has disrupted ferries, coal 
mining and hospitals. 

“It would appear that the 
strike is unanimous,” a Ford 
spokesman said as the com- 
pany's 22 plants came to a stand- 
still. 

The walkout began after 
Ford's 32,500 manual -workers 
rejected a three-year pay offer 
linked to the introduction of new 
production methods. 

“The workers have spoken by 
secret ballot and all Ford plants 
are shut down,” union official 
J immi e Airiie said. 

Ford officials estimated the 
strike could cost the firm £17 
million ($30 million) daily in 
production losses. 


The strike is the latest in a wave 
of labour disputes, involving 
nurses, seamen and miners, that 
-'has plagued Britain in recent 
weeks. 

No llth-hour efforts were 
made to avert the Ford walkout, 
which began despite initial sup- 
port by the car workers' union 
leadership for the pay package. 

A prolonged dispute would 
also affect Ford plants in Europe 
and component manufacturers 
in Britain, which suffered heavy 
losses duringaneight-weekstrike 
at the company a decade ago. 

“We have no wish for a long, 
damaging dispute which will be 
disastrous for the Ford Motor 
Company and would undermine 
and place in jeopardy the very 
real achievements of the last two 
years,” Airiie said. 

He said the union was ready to 
resume negotiations at any tune. 
The company has said it would 


withdraw its latest offer if the 
strike went ahead. 

More disruption was reported 
at coal pits, where thousands of 
miners were sent home at the 
start of the morning shift because 

scheduled safety checks had not 
been carried out over the week- 
end by inspectors refusing to 
work overtime. 

Ferry services were partly dis- 
rupted at Britain's busiest part. 
Dover, as seamen of the PO com- 
pany continued their strike over 
threatened job cuts. 

The walkout caused delays of 
up to 24 hours for lorry drivers 
wai ting to cross to the continent. 

The National Union of 
Seamen (NUS) faces possible 
seizure of its assets if it fails to 
convince a court that it complied 
with an injunction obtained by 
ferry owners obliging the union 
to call off earlier nationwide 
strikes.

In September 1 971 , 21 peo- 
ple died when an airliner went 
down near Hamburg. 

Authorities in Muelheim said 
an earlier police report, that a 


passenger had been pulled alive 
from the fuselage, was false. 

“It looks worse than we 
thought,” a police spokesman 
said. 

He said the wreckage was scat- 
tered over a wide area. 

Federal flight authorities hi 
Frankfurt sard the plane was on a 
Scheduled flight from' Hanover 
to Duesseldorf airport. The air- 
port is located near Muelheim, 
about 20 kilometres north of 
Duesseldorf.

“The aircraft just disappeared 
from our radar screens without 
warning,*' the spokesman said. 

He said the plane did not crash 
in a residential area.

Air Force and volunteer teams 
found the two bodies in searches 
that began at dawn in Northern 
WAIcs. one in Snowdonia's 
Ogwen \ alley and the other in the 
Gam area of the mountains. 

Two people were killed and 
three others injured yesterday in 
an avalanche in the Cheviot hills, 
on border between England and 
Scotland.

Earthquakes 

WASHINGTON, Feb 8. (UPI): 
Two earthquakes occured early 
today in Mexico and California 
within 18 minutes of each other 
but 2.000 miles (3.200 km) apart 
the US Geological Survey said.

The stronger of the two was 
monitored at 5.8 magnitude and 
centered about 60 miles (90 km) 
northwest of Acapulco, Mexico, 
and southwest of Mexico city, 
said USGS spokesman Don Fin- 
lev.

(AP): A Brit- 
ish Airways Concorcle flew from 
New York to London in two 
hours. 55 minutes and 15 
seconds, setting a record for the 
Tastes Trans-Atlantic flight by a 
commercial aircraft, an airiine 
spokesman said today.

DOCTORS in Kuwait have said 
that responsibility for wrong 
diagnosis should not be theirs 
only. They said that many per- 
sons and factors should also 

nhnnHw this rcsponsibi Hty , alth- 
ough they admitted that an 
important part was their respon- 
sibility. 

They said that factors such as 
wrong informations supplied by 
the patients or wrong interpreta- 
tions offoreign patients as well as 
overcrowding were some other 
important causes for wrong diag- 
nosis. 

Head of the surgery depart- 
ment at Sabah Hospital, Dr 5ad- 
dad Sabri, attributed the causes 
of wrong diagnosis to doctors 
and partly to patients when they 
gave wrong information , did 
not obey the doctor's instruc- 
tions anddid not carry the neces- 
sary tests. 


He stressed that diagnosis 
depends greatly on cooperation 
between doctors and patients. 
He added that wrong diagnosis 
may result from negligence on 
part of doctors or failure to per- 
form their duties correctly. For 
example, if doctors are required 
to visit a patient every 15 minutes 
and they do not, their <tiagnn<i< 
will probably be wrong. 

. Followup 

He said that wrong diagnosis 
may also bea result ofshoitage in 
equipment or mwfeniM or 
operation theatres or overcrow- 
ding. 

He said that three committees 
were formed by the Health Min- 
istry last September to follow up 
operations at hospitals. 

He said the first committee will 
examine whether the surgery was 
necessary or not and whether the 
diagnosis was correct. Other 


committees will follow up how 
the operation was carried out 
during anaesthesia. 

He admitted that in Kuwait 
there was a lack of confidence in 
doctors and the formation of 
these committees aimed also at 
restoring this confidence.

He stressed that if the commit- 
tees find out that doctors com- 
mitted mistakes because of 
negligence, they will be penal- 
ised, adding that some doctors 
who haHtnflHftmHtmlraE hart been 

already penalised. He said that if 
a file of a doctor contained 
several mistakes, it would affect 
his chances of keeping his job in- 
tact. 

Dr Sabri said that an opinion

Licence renewal taking too 
long, complain shop owners 


SHOP owners in Kuwait have 
complained that licence renewal 
takes too long with some minis- 
tries and demanded that renewal 
should be required every three 
years instf-arf of yearly. 

They called on officials to try 
to facilitate the licensing 
procedures in their departments. 

One restaurant owner 
Mohammed Zuhair said that 
renewals involve' different 'auth- 
orities; each ' wj tb 1 different 
requireapents. For example; /the 
General Fire Department 
requires safety equipment and 
fire extinguishers, subject to 
special conditions, while the 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry ensures that the shop 
practices commercial activities. 

Fines 

He added that shop owners 
suffer from exorbitant fines 
imposed by Municipality 
officials and called on the Mun- 
icipality to direct their inspectors 
to avoid prejudice in their fines. 

Mohammed Sadeq, another 
owner, said that renewals take a 
long time and must be contin- 
uously followed np by the 
owners. He said that the licence 
for the shop sign takesabout two 
weeks to be issued by the Mun- 
icipality. 

Khaied Abdul Rahim said that 
in the past commercial licences 
were valid for five years, which, 
he added, was a reasonable licen- 

C ”ja^^*Al Fadhfi, a video 
shop owner, said the Informa- 
tion Ministry takes a long time to 
censor videos and records.

He added that the authority 
was looking forward to the real- 
isation of self-sufficiency for 
Kuwait in these areas. 
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These exchanges will also offer 
postal, telephone and telegram 
services, with, each exchange 
housed in a six storey building. 
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Kuwait is not against having 
dialogue with Iran: Osaimi 


BEIRUT, Feb 8, (Kuna): 
Kuwait's State Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Saoud A1 
Osaimi. was quoted here today as 
saying that Kuwait is not against 
opening a dialogue with 
Tehran's leaders on ending the 
tension in the Gulf area. 

The K uwaili minister was also 
quoted as saying that US-Soviet 
agreement can ease tension in the 
world, especially the Arabian 
Gulf region. 

A! Osaimi’s remarks were 
made in an interview with the 
weekly Lebanese A! Osbou'a Ai 
Arabi published here today. 

Kuwait does not object to 
opening a dialogue with Iran 
"because Kuwait seeks under- 
standing and believes in good 
neighbourhood." the minister 
stressed. 

Retaliate 

Iran is to be blamed for the 
interruption of negotiations with 
the Gulf countries, AI Osaimi 
said, adding that Kuwait has 
always kept its nerves cool in 
dealing with Iran. 

He cited the invasion and ran- 
sacking of the Kuwaiti embassy 
in Tehran several years ago as 
example of Iran's hostile actions. 

“Despite their occupation of 
ourembassy and their burning of 
our properties in Tehran, we did 
not retaliate. We respected the 
status of the Iranian embassy in 
Kuwait," AI Osaimi stressed. 

"We do not call for dialogue 
only for the sake of dialogue," he 


said, "but for more normalisa- 
tion of relations which would 
eliminate reasons for tension and 
make dialogue more viable and 
reasonable." 

"We believe in co-existence 
that transforms the Gulf area 
into a one of constructive 
interaction.” the Kuwaiti ofTidal 
told the magazine. 

Lesson 

On the American naval 
presence in the Arabian Gulf, he 
said that the "decision to protect 
international waterways is an 
American decision and does not 
concern Kuwait more than it 
concerns all countries of the 
region.” 

The jUS and several European 
countries that maintain military 
presence in the Gulf protect their 
shipping in the waters of the Gulf 
against attacks by Iran. 

Asked about Soviet- US con- 
tacts on a second UN resolution 
that would impose sanctions 
against the party that rejects 
peace calls, the Kuwaiti State 
Minister said that “undoubtedly 
interests of the superpowers play 
a role in applying UN resolution 
598." 

“A concord between the 
superpowers could lessen tension 
in many areas in the world, 
especially the Gulf," he added. 

Meanwhile, AI Osaimi said 
that what links Kuwait with Iraq 
is "national Arab commitments 
and fraternity obligations." 

"We are committed to what is 


agreed upon in the Arab League 
charter and the Arab joint 
defence, agreements," he stres- 
sed. 

Osaimi strongly denied 
reports that spoke of sending 
Egyptian troops and arms to 
Kuwait to fend oiT any foreign 
threat. 

He said the subject of Egyptian 
military assistance to Kuwait 
was not discussed between HH 
the Amir of Kuwait and 
President Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt during the latter’s visit to 
Kuwait last month. 

The states of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, he main- 


tained, are serious in enhancing 
their joint security. The GCC 


their joint security. The GCC 
states have a joint military force 
numbering some 12,000 troops. 

While stressing that any threat 
against any GCC country would 
be considered against all of them, 
he emphasised on the need to 
surpass Arab conflicts and come 
under one flag. 

The minister also spoke on the 
Palestinian uprising, saying that 
it served as a unification factor 
and that it should be employed in 
regaining the usurped rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

• Meanwhile AI Osaimi 
today met with Soviet Ambas- 
sador to Kuwait Ernest Zverev. 

The meeting tackled bilateral 
ties between the two countries, 
the situation in the Arab and the 
Gulf region and issues of mutual 
concern to the two countries.

Closing of borders 
cannot curb AIDS

Yesterday a ministry source 
told the Arab Times that a green 
light was given to the officials to 
speak freely about the disease. 
Last Sunday the Health Ministry 
admitted for the first time that 1 5 
AIDS carriers were identified in 
the country. 

But there are no AIDS cases in 
Kuwait. 

"1 understand that Kuwait has 
adopted an open policy now" 
Mann told the Arab Times. 

Policies 

Referring to Kuwait’s practice 
of deporting expatriate AIDS 
carriers Mann said: “We have 
told Kuwait and will tell them 
again that such policies are not 
going to be effective.'’ 

He urged the national health 
authorites to include counselling 
in their information and educa- 
tion programmes which are con- 
sidered the most effective 
weapon in the fight against 
AIDS. 

"Private counselling can make 
a difference between life and 
death” Mann said, pointing out 
that AIDS carriers or those who 
fear they have been infected are 
apprehensive about confiding in 
friends and relatives. 

A total of 77,266 AIDS cases 
were reported to WHO by the 
end of January but the actual 
number is estimated to be 
150,000. Mann predicted that 
another 150,000 new cases of 
AIDS will occur during this year, 
reflecting the rapid growth of the 
epidemic. He said Asian coun- 


tries accounted for only one per 
cent of the total number of repor- 
ted cases but warned that the rate 
of increase in Asia was the same 
as that in other continents. 

"AIDS has spread to virtually 
all the nations in the world. We 
are going to fight it for the rest of 
our lives" said Mann. 

In Asia the disease has been 
transmitted mainly through 
imported blood and sexual con- 
tact while in the West, homosex- 
ual and bisexual men and drug 
users were the major affected 
groups. Mother to child trans- 
mission has been evident in the 
West and Africa. The conference 
which ends tomorrow will today 
discuss the epidemiological 
aspects of AIDS infection and 
the socio-economic impact of the 
fatal disease.

story of childhood memories

THE early life, of Dr Tuo% 
Harrison, an American surgeon 
who visited Kuwait last week, is 
an exotic story ofa happy child- 
hood spent in tbetjeserts on the 
fringe of the Arabian Gnlf and 
at acool hill-station in southern 
India. It is a story in whidi 
desert rulers of the littoral 
states made frequent appearan- 
ces, in which his only playmates 
at one point, apart from his 
siblings, were the Omani boys, 
and in which home was where 
his father, a medical mission- 
ary, was needed.

So in 1932 he 
left for the United States and 
did not return to the Gulf until 
much later in life.

Qaboos’s father) came for tea 
to the Harrison's and poured 
out his problems. He was the 
heir to the throne but he was 
worried sick that he might have 
to share power When his time 
came because his father was 
planning to many a Japanese 
woman who may bear him 
sons. 

Harrison remembers well 
Colonel Dickson and Dame 
Violet Dickson, whom he 
visited last week. He left 
Kuwait when Dr and Mrs 
Scudder, another couple who 
dedicated their lives to the well 
being of the Kuwaitis, were 
about to arrive in the country. 
Last week he shared a few 
memories with Mrs Scudder 
who still lives in Kuwait. 

With heat and dust, no elec- 
tricity and miming water, life 
must have been tough those 
days but Harrison says they 
. were used to those conditions. 

“My parents looked upon 
their life in the Gulf as an 
opportunity rather than 
deprivation” he says. Some of 
that attitude rubbed off on him.

US aid cuts mean 
waning influence 


By Charles Aldlnger 


WASHINGTON, (Reuter): US 
foreign aid cuts in 1988 and 
beyond could spark an erosion of 
America's military and political 
influence around the world, 
according to officials of the 
Reagan administration. 

“You can tell people times are 
tough, that you have to cut back 
fora while, but what they wantto 
know is where they are on the 
priority list — and why,” one 
administration official dose to 
the foreign aid programme said. 

The official said be saw no let- 
up in cuts over the next few years. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman announced on 
Jan 29 that military aid 
programme to about 30 coun- 
tries will be eliminated in 1988 
and they will be cot in dozens of 
other cases, to meet congres- 
sional budget reduction goals. 


He acknowledged that certain 
cuts were needed, but said slash- 
ing the military aid programme 
would damage US influence 
worldwide and that the State 
Department still hoped to find 
ways to limit the damage. 


Other oflidais also say the cuts 
could hurt US interests. 

The commander of military 
forces in Latin America, General 
Fred Woerner, told reporters in 
Washington on Friday: “I sense 
that the nations know what is 
happening to them and their 
reaction has been quite 
negative.” 

Woerner, head of the South- 
ern Command based in Panama, 
said that not only do military aid 
cats reduce American mid-level 
military contacts with other 
nations in terms of training aid, 
but they force friends and allies 
to look elsewhere. 


“Aid from others can mean 
bases for others.” he said. 

US officials say frankly that 
America has paid handsomely 
for its military presence in many 
countries from the Philippines to 
Western Europe. 

Foreign aid cuts sent Defence 
Secretary Frank Cariucci off to 
Lisbon last week to placate Por- 
tuguese leaders to ensure a US 
presence is maintained at a key 


air base in the Azores in mid- 
Atlantic. 

A promised yearly flow of 
more than S20O million to Por- 
tugal from Washington has been 
whittled down and Washington 
says Portugal can now expect 
only SI 17 million in the current 
fiscal year. 

Supply 

Cariucci and Portuguese 
oflidais agreed to try to create 
more aid through a congres- 
sional programme that allows 
the Pentagon to give surplus 
military equipment to Portugal, 
Greece and Turkey. Meanwhile, 
Portugal will not formally 
demand renegotiation of the 
base deal. 

“That's okay there. But what 
happens when the Philippine 
government comes calling? And 
what about when we get round to 
bringing at Least some troops 
home from Nato?” asked John 
Pike, a specialist in defence 
affairs in Washington. 

Pike, a spokesman for the 
Federation of American Scient- 
ists, said many countries resent 
Washington maintaining high 
levels of aid to Israel anaEgypt 
while making sweeping cutbacks 
elsewhere. 

In the 1988 aid budget, Israel 
and Egypt would be spared cuts. 
Israel would get SI .8 billion and 
Egypt S I J billion — the same as 
in 1987 — under the foreign 
military sales (FMS) credit 
programme. 

And under the economic sup- 
port fund (ESF), a programme of 
non- lethal security assistance, 
Israel would get SI. 2 billion and 
Egypt S8 1 S million, also the same 
as last year. 

Under FMS, aid to Pakistan, a 
key US friend in South Aria, 
would be cut from S313 million 
last year to $260 million in 1988. 
Kenya, which got S3 million in 
1987, would get nothing. 

- Turkey, where the United 
States maintains a number of key 
electronic facilities to monitor 
the Soviet Union, would get a 
boost from S178 million to S334 
million. 

“The problem is that when you 
get a big reduction in what you 
can spend overall, an increase 
UkeTurkey'smeansa lot of other 
nations suffer further cuts,” said 
one Pentagon official.

NICOSIA, (AP): There is tittle 
love lost among the four can- 
didates in Cyprus' presidential 
elections as they head into the 
final run up for the Feb 14, poll. 

The three strongest candidates 
are all defending themselves 
against charges that include 
incompetence, links with the US 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
allowing extremists to have 
political party memberships.

and social restructuring. 

For a half-century after his 
death, Bukharin’s vol umin ous 
writings on politics and econ- 
omics were banned, but 
Gerasimov said they will now be 
published again.

Ever since he left his familv to 
live on the streets of Mexico City 
several years ago. the shifty-eyed 
11-year-old has acquired nick- 
names as fast as he's piled up 
stolen food, money. 3nd drugs. 
Roaming freely around the 
rough-edged Tepito neighbour- 
hood, Arturo feels nearly invisi- 
ble, a child with little sense of his 
own identity. 

One recent evening, as rows ol 
black-market vendors hawked 
tape decks and toys. Arturo 
revealed the one crystal-clear 
memory he retains from his 
earlier days: that his father used 
to tie him up and beat him when 
he came home with less than the 
expected daily “quota" of pesos. 

Arturo's story is not unique. 
During the past five years of 
economic crisis — as the ranks of 
the poor have swelled because of 
high unemployment, rapid_ rural - 
to- urban migration, and slipping 
wages — abandoned children 
and r una ways have become dis- 
tressingly common throughout 
Mexico, according to social 
workers and church groups. And 
despite a new government 
initiative aimed at helping street 
ehildw»n ; they say, the underlying 
social conditions continue to 
deteriorate faster than new 
programmes are being created. 

Few reliable statistics exist on 
the shadowy world of Mexican 
street children’s Fund (Unicef), 
nearly 1.S million of Mexico's 29 
milli on children between the ages 
of six and 15 are abandoned, 
drug addicts, and/or living on the 
street. Of those, according to 
Unicef, only about 80,000 — or 
some five per cent — are being 
aided by private or public institu- 
tions. 

Harmful 

Critics contend that some of 
these institutions are more harm- 
fill than helpful. Rather than 
encourage the gradual assimila- 
tion of the ninos callejeros (street 
children) into society, they say, 
some penal institutions and half- 
way houses try to impose 
society's rules either through 
force or misguided charity. 

“There’s a tendency to treat 
these children as an object of 
charity , of pity," says Marco 
Antonio Lopez, a social worker 
who chose to live with street chil- 
dren for a year before working 
with them officially through 
Unicef. “But pity is the last thing 
they need,” says Lopez. “That 
kind of denigrating altitude will 
only intensity the kids’ lack of 

lf-esteem.” 


sc; 


Many street children, like 
Arturo, were sapped of self- 
esteem by parents that valued 
them only as a means of boosting 
tiie family income. They quickly 
“learned” they had no personal 
worth outside of what they could 
beg, rob, or steal. 

One young runaway was asked 
what he thought was more valua- 
ble — a bike or him. Without 
hesitation, he answered: “The 
bike, of course.” Nearly all of the 
street kids interviewed for this 
article told stories of being forced 
to woric on a “quota” system: if 
they didn't bring home a certain 
amount of money each day, they 
were either locked out of their 
homes or beaten. 

Freedom 

“When kids have a choice bet- 
ween misery without freedom 


and misery with freedom,” says 
Lopez, “they usually opt for the 


latter.” 

Once on the street, the har- 
dened youngsters often seek 
transitory substitutes for self- 
worth in money, drugs, and 
sometimes violence. All three can 
be found in the nighttime nether- 
worlds of places like Tepito or 


;hc infamous Plaza Garibaldi, 
where tourists, drunks, and 
mariachi bands proride a steady 
flow of activity 

On one recent evening, the 
I -to lice and the cold bad scared 
i.wa> many of the estimated 150 
street children that usually hang 
out around Plaza Garibaldi. 
Only 1 6-> ear-old Javier and 

seven-year-old Tibinti openly 
wandered 3boui the plaza, their 
hands shoved deeply into their 
pockets. Javier explains that 
most of his cohorts were soaking 
in the warmth of Mexico City's 
modern underground metro sys- 
tem. where they can mingle with 
the large crowds, lift a few 
wallets, and travel all over the 
city. 


Shivering and hungry, Tibiriti 
slicks out his hand for a few hun- 
dred pesos, but Lopez refuses to 
give anything. Later, the long- 
time social worker explains that 
handouts would only feed 
Ttbiriti's feeling that he's only- 
worth what he can rob, beg, or 
steal. 

More 

Surprisingly, street children 
often make more money than the 
average Mexican worker. Lopez 
and several other sociakworkerc 
around the city say. By washing 
car windshields, begging in the 
plaza, or singing on the subway, 
even the tiniest youngsters like 
Tibiriti can rake in between 
10,000 and 15.000 pesos a day (S4 
to $6). much more than the min- 
imum wage of just over 6,000 
pesos a day. 

Older teen-agers make larger 
sums of money, either by “look- 
ing after” a group of younger 
children and charging for their 
“service", or by hooking up with 
cortineros. vandals who special- 
ise in breaking the steel curtains 
outside stores and hauling off 
expensive merchandise. Two 
months ago. for example, a 
homeless ~17-year-old named 
“Chinchi” stole S3. 000 worth of 
stereo equipment: in less than 
two weeks, he returned to Plaza 
Garibaldi after squandering it all 
with a prostitute in Acapulco. 

“They've earned fortune!, but 
they've never had the opportun- 
ity to construct a lire*." says 
Mario Ayala, who works for a 
private foundation helping street 
kids make the slow transition to a 
more ordered life. You can’t 
focus on the economic ast 
because it's not money they ! 

It’s self-worth. 

Ayala says the children sniff 
paint thinner and ' smoke 
marijuana, not just to avoid feel- 
ing hungry, but to recapture a 
sense of self-worth and gam a 
feeling of invincibility. 

Later that night, when the 
boys start filtering back into 
Plaza Garibaldi, the presence of 
drugs is hardly hidden. Two 
eight-yea rs-olds saunter up, eyes 
glazed, to beg for money. They 
smell strongly of paint thinner, 
known as activo because it makes 
them feel more alive. 

Hooked 

To get a rag soaked in thinner 
at the hardware store costs 200 
pesos nine cents): and to get 
enough for a small . plastic bottle 
costs 500 pesos (23 cents). Most 
of these kids are hooked, sniffing 
about 1 2 bottles a day, according 
to Manuel Go nzalez Mujica, 
director of Children’s Commun- 
ity Development, a programme 
working with about 1 ,400 chil- 
dren on the streets of Mexico 
City as well as other cities 
throughout the country. 

“It's as much a social problem 
as a problem of these 
individuals,” says Gonzalez. 
‘They develop the ability to 
acquire almost anything for 
themselves — except love.”

shows. v 

TPA,.or tissue plasminogen 
activator, is a natural chemical 
that dissolves blood dots. It 


up blockages in the arteries that 
feed the heart's muscle. 

The information in the latest 
study was used by the US Food 

and Drug Administration in its 
recent decision to approve TP A 
for routine use. 

The study, published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine, shows that the hearts 
of jjeople who suffer heart 
attacks beat more strongly if 
they are given. TP A. 

The research was conducted 
by Dr Alan. D. Guerci and 
colleagues at. John Hopldns 
Hospital in Baltimore. 

Experts believe that to be 
effective, the drug must be 
given soon after symptoms 
start. In their comparison 
study, the researchers gave 
TPA to 72 heart attack victims, 
while 66 others received 
dummy placebo shots. All were 
seen an average of about three 
hours after their heart attacks 
began. 

During 10 days of follow-up, 
8 per cent of the placebo 
patients died, as did 6 per cent 
of those who got TPA. Four- 
teen per cent of the TPA 
patients suffered congestive 
heart failure, compared with 33 
percent of theplacebo patients. 

The researchers concluded 
that TPA was associated with 
“a significant reduction-in the 
prevalence of congestive heart 
failure.”. 

The researchers said it is not 
necessary for patients to 
undergo immediate' angiogra- 
phy, a check of the blood flow 
in the heart's arteries. 

Angioplasty improved the 
pumping power of the TPA 
patients' hearts during exercise, 
and it reduced the likelihood 
that they would suffer chest 
pain.

Hie Medkom video link allows surgeons in the 
operating theatre to consult colleagues hundreds 
or thousands of miles swav. 


HANOVER; (DaD) - At H .08 
am on a grey Tuesday morning 
in Hanover, Federal Republic 
of Germany. Professor Medjid 
Samii peers through a micros- 
cope into a hole about one cen- 
timetre in diameter in the skull 
of a 56-year-old woman patient 
in the operating theatre of the 
neurosurgical ward at Nord- 
stadt Hospital. The aim of the 
operation is to remove a 
tumour obstructing the 
patient's central auditory, 
eq uilibrium and facial nerve. 

Over five kilometres away 
chief surgeon Dr Lutz Oster- 
wald of the . Municipal Ear, 
Nose and Throat Clinic wat- 
ches the proceedings on a mon- 
itor screen. Professor Samii has 
asked him to do so because he 
might need his expat advice in 
what could be a critical situa- 
tion. He wields his scalpel as be 
peers through the microscope. 
What he sees can be seen in 
perfect reproduction on the 
Medkom screen by Dr Oster- 
wald five kilometres (three 
miles) away. 

He is no stranger to the 
device - or to the case, having 


followed the diagnosis on the 
monitor screen too. The patient 
had. complained for some time 
. that she was growing increasin- 
gly deaf and losing her sense of 
balance. She was diagnosed as 
possibly suffering from a 
tumour. The operation showed 
her tumour to be a benign 
growth near the central 
auditory, equilibrium and 
'facial nerve. The importance of 
this finding from the patient’s 
viewpoint was that the nerve 
did not need to be severed and 
then rejoined. “You’ve made a 
fine job of that,” Dr Osterwald 
tells Professor Samii. “I'll sign 
off nowand get on with my own 
work.” He switches off his 
Medkom and returns to his 
own patients. 

Medkom stands for 
“Medizinische Kommunika- 
tion” and combines the latest 
telecom techniques with 
medical requirements in an 
exemplary manner. In an initial 
phase the two Hanover hosp- 
itals have been linked. Doctors 
at both clinics can commun- 
icate by video telephone on 
monitor screens. The optical 
cable direct link ensures such

excellent picture quality that 
even X-rays or computer 
tomographs can be relayed. By 
the end of this year the 
Medkom network will be 
extended to cover a further 20 
hospitals and medical practices 
in die Hanover area. In a few 
years’ time 2? German cities 
will be linked by optical cable. 
Specialists in all these cities will 
then be available for consulta- 
tion merely by dialling their 
Medkom numbers. 

The new system has already 


been put to international use. It 
can be used to establish satellite 
links between doctors in dif- 
ferent countries. Its premiere 
was a link with- Peking, where 
120 Chinese specialists foll- 
owed the course of complicated 
surgery in the Hanover operai- 
ing theatre on a monitor screen . 

Doctors in emergency wards, 
where seconds can make the 
difference between life and 
death, will be able to consult 
specialists over the Medkom 
video phone. Patients will no 


longer need to be sent by 
ambulance to a specialist for a 
second opinion. Operations 
that can normally only be seen 
by a handful of students will be 
relayed to lecture theatres. 
Even health insurance costs 
should be cut. Electronic con- 
sultation of specialists will 
reduce the time patients spend 
in hospital. At roughly DM500 
a day, three days less in hospital 
is saving of DM1 ,500!

Scientists check cancer risk in new low-dose birth pills 


SENIOR scientists are concer- 
ned thatthe suspected link bet- 
ween breast cancer and the 
older high-dose contraceptive 
pills could extend to the 
modern low-dose pills used by 
milli ons of women. 

Girls who start taking the pQl 
at 16 and continue until they 
decide to have children in their 
early 20s may run an extra risk 
of developing breast cancer in 
their 40s, according to Dr Klim 
McPherson and his team at 
Oxford University. 

Thegovernmentdrugwatch- 
dog, the Committee on Safety 
of Medicines, has urged doc- 
tors to switch women from the 
old high-dose brands to low- 
dose products. 


Professor Bill Asscher, the 
CSM chairman, told doctors in 
a cautious statement published 
in both of the main medical 
journals that there was no need 
to change that advice “at this 
time”. The CSM experts are 
keeping a dose watch on the 
evidence as it emerges.

Earlier surveys have shown 
that the longer a woman waits 
between starting having 
periods and giving birth to her 
first baby, the greater her risk of 
breast cancer.

Dr McPherson, working 
with Professor Martin Vessey, 
a member of the CSM, and Sir . 
Richard DoD, the scientist who 
exposed the link ' between 
smoking and lung cancer, 
reported last week that women 
undo- 45 who had taken the pOl 
for four or more years before 
having their first baby appear 
to run 2Yi times the rtsk of 
breast cancer. 

The products implicated in ' 
their survey of 2J250 women arc 
certain high-oestrogen pills 


widely nsed in the 1970s. 
Brands listed in their British 
Journal of Cancer report as 
being associated with a sig- 
nificantly increased risk are: 
Gynovlar, Minovlar, Ovulen 
50, Minilyn, Anovlar and 
Engynon30. 

“Our study seems to show 
there is an association between 
breast cancer and the older 
high-dose pills", said Dr 
McPherson at the weekend. 
“It’s as plausible that the new 
low-dose pills have a lesser 
effect as it is that they have a 
greater effect.” 

If the hormone hypothesis 
holds — and be suspects that 
oestrogen is the hormone most 
likely to be responsible for. 


tumours — then any extra dose 
of oestrogen in an oral con- 
traceptive will increase the risk 
of a tumour. 

Since low-dose pills do less to 
suppress natural hormone 
production, the women might 
end up with more ostrogen, he 
said. “U’s impossible to know 
what effect they have because 
we have no data.” ■ 

It can take 10 to 20 years for a 
tumour to develop to the stage 
where it can be diagnosed. This 
latency period, say the Oxford 
scientists, is “a cause for con-

Ten questions to 
ask about your diet

BOSTON, (UP1): New diets 
seem to hit the grocery store 
check-out line racks and book 
store shelves faster than the' 
refrigerator empties during an 
eating binge. 

So it's no wonder that over- 
weight people have a hard time 
sporting through the latest 
diets in search of the one that 
will really help them lose those 
unwanted pounds safely, and 
keep them off. 

To help, Theodore Bcrland, 
an associate professor of com- 
munications at the Grand 
Valley State College in Allen- 
dale, Michigan, has developed 
10 questions dieters should ask 
themselves before embarking 
on another weight-loss effort. 

“People are desperate to lose 
weight, said Bcrland, who 
offered his guidelines during a 
recent meeting of the North 
American Association for the 
study of obesity. 

“There are a lot of desperate 
people out there who want to go 
to bed fat and wake up skinny. 
They grasp at the next straw at 
the book store. But some diets 
may be dangerous, and may 
hurt their health,” he said. 

During his presentation, 
Bertand said he used his ques- 
tions to rate about a dozen 
diets. He determined that a 
group of diets including, and 
similar to, the weight watchers 
diet were the best. 

Like all good diets, these 
diets had three important com- 
ponents: a meal plan, exercise 
regimen and a way to change 
old habits so dieters could stick 
to the diet and avoid regaining 
weight. 

Among the diets that rated 
poorly were ‘fit for life,' which 
was ’completely unbalanced,’ 
the ‘immune power diet,’ which 
is “not based on any particular 
principles,” and the “rotation 
diet," which is a “crutch diet” 
because it may work for a short 
time but the lost weight wall 
quickly be regained, he said. 

Borland's 10 questions are: 

L Is the diet based oo a secret? 

“There are no secrets in diet- 
ing,” said Berland. Diets 


should instead be based on 
sound nutritional and medical 
evidence, he said. 

2. Is the person promoting the 
diet well known, well respected 

ami knowledgeable? 

“A lot of people who write 
books are doctors, but that 
doesn't make them an expert on 
nutrition.” he said. 

3. Has theautbor tried the diet 
on a lot of people? 

The only way to know for 
sure if a diet works is through 
careful controlled, scientific 
studies, said Berland. 

4. Have the results of die diet 
been published in a scientific 
jomal or presented at a con- 
ference for peer review? 

That's the best way to know 
whether the experts agree that 
the diet can work, he said. 

5. Is the proponent of the diet 
challenging recommendations 
of the best nutritional auth- 
orities? 

This should raise an 1 
eyebrow, said Berland. ‘It's Ojfc i 
if you challenge, but you have 
to have data to back it up,” he 
said. 

6. Is the claim based on the 
principles of someone else? 

If so, find out whether that 
person agrees wiLh the diet 

7. Is the diet nutritionally 
balanced? 

That’s very important, he 
said, because many diets are 
not and therefore can be bad for 
your health. 

8. Does the diet allow for 
individual tastes and preferen- 1 
ces? 

“If 1 dictate a diet for you, 
you may follow it for a month 
or so but it's not going to be 
successful unless it fits into 
your lifestyle," he said. 

9. Is this the kind of diet yon 
can live with for the rest of yonr 
life? 

If not, chances are you'll 
eventually end up regaining the 
lost weight, he said. 

10. Who recommends the 
diet? 

“It should be a recognised 
authority in the field. Someone 
who knows what they are talk- 
ing about,” he said.

Science corner 


AN apple has a core. Inside 
the core there are brown 
pips. The pips are seeds 
From which new apple trees 
can grow. 

The fruits of some other 
trees have wings so they 
can travel on the wind. If 
the seeds land in the right- 
place, they can grow in the 
spring. Each fruit has one 
wing. 

The sycamore tree fruits 
are a pair of seeds. Each 


seed has an oval wing. It 
rindlike 


twirls away in the wine 
a helicopter. 

In the fruit of the ehn 
tree, each seed is surroun- 
ded by a thin oval wing. 


SOME fruits have hooks 
on them. These cling to the 
fur of animals or the 
clothes of people as they 
brush past. Goosegrass or 
cleavers has little green 
fruits that cling. The bur- 
dock fruits have hooks on 
them which catch on to an 
animal's fur or a person's 
clothes. 

The seeds are often 
carried a long way. Then 
they are rubbed off, or they 



dry and fall off. 

Some seeds are hidden in 
the ground by mice, 
squirrels and jays.. These 
creatures make little win- 
ter stores of fruits and nuts 
in the ground. They do not 
find them all again. Those 
that are left may grow.

The Illusion: 

You claim to be able to make a coin vanish. Y ou cover 
the coin with a salt shaker, the salt shaker with a paper 
napkin. A snap of the fingers and you raise the salt 
shaker; the coin is in plain view. Another snap of the 
fingers and when you raise the shaker again the coin is 
still there. Finally, you hit the shaker with the flat of your 
hand and the entire salt shaker has vanished! 


The trick: 

Put a penny on the table about eighteen inches away 
from you. Place a salt shaker on top of thecoin. Cover the 
shaker with a paper napkin. (Preferably, the napkin 
should be folded in quarters. If it's not large enough to 
cover the shaker, open it one fold.) Running your hand 
down the shaker will form the paper to the shape of the 
shaker. (1) Announce your intention or making the coin 
disappear.

A~ ^JAPANESE - investment, 
expert ha? said the Japanese 
economy looks set to sra^c ahead 
smoothly underpinned by inven- 
tory aodcapital investment. The 
temper of economic growth may 
slow jn the tatter half of the year, 
bat in iherinterim, a vigorous 
pace should ^maintained. 

Capital investment is likely to 
achieve a higher growth due to an 
improvement in corporate earn- 
ings. and' a .more optimistic, 
outlook adopted by corporate 
management. 

Even in .the exporting indus- 
tries, -domestic sales structures 
were strengthened last year, most 
notabiy.by automobile and home 
appliance manufacturers, and 
this is likely to prevent a further 
downturn m business perfor- 
mance in thiaarea. 

- Opportunities 

A five-member Japanese trade 
team, beaded by Noriyuki 
Suzuki, General Manager of 
Yamaichi Securities Co. Ltd. is 
currently, visiting Kuwait to 
inform the Kuwait Investors on 
Japan’s market situation and 
investment opportunities. 

Suzuki told the Arab Times;' 
plans for the restructuring of the 
economy are likely to move into 
the implementation stage during 
the current year. 

In response to a request from 
the Prime Minister Noboru Tak- 
eshi ta, the chairman of the Econ- 
omic Council: Gaishi Hiraiwa is 
formulating what is known as (he 
“New Five-year Economic 
Plan.” According to the plan the 
average real economic growth 
ratein the 1988-92 is expected to 
be in the 3 per cent range. If 
domestic demand-led economic 
growth is retained as an objec- 
tive, the international balance of 
payments surplus will decline, 
and criticism of Japan will be 
reduced through promotion of 
direct investment overseas and 
greater International economic 
cooperation.

Japanese investment overseas 
almost doubled in the last finan- 
cial year to a record $22.32 
billion. The official report shows 
that investments coming into 
Japan totalled more than $940 
milli on in the last finan cial year, 
mostly in the machinery, 
chemical and trading industries.

Suzuki said the government is 
expected to promote an increase 
m the supply ofland and streng- 
then the tax structure through 
the fiscal 1988 tax reform 
programme. 

A reduction in capital gams 
tax on the sale of land and an 
increase in the rate of landhold- 
ing tax (aimed at restricting 
speculative land transactions 
and encouraging the effective 
utilisation of land), and a 
decrease in the standard land 
area which qualifies for tax 
exemption status are included in 
the reforms. 

Suzuki said the population of 
Tokyo is currently 12 million. 
According to the latest survey, 1 
sq.m, of land now costs $10,000 
malting it virtually impossible 
for first-time buyers. to set op

home in the central urban area. 
Nonetheless, there is no doubt 
that Tokyo will develop further 
into a global financial centre. 

In an effort to deal with these 
circumstances, the government 
has decided to disperse the. cen- 
tres of power which are overty 
concentrated in Tokyo. They will 
be relocated in the regions where 
. their smooth operation will, be 
assured by an enhanced com- 
munications and transport net- 
work. 

Policy 

Basically, the policy calls for 
the construction of an advanced 
communications network ena- 
bling tmihediale access to the 
latest information inTokyo from 
anywhere In Japan. 

Suzuki has quoted a recent 
newspaper report as saying that 
Tokyo topped the league of 
national marke ts easily last year, 
riding the October crash better 
than any other major stock 
exchange; and thanks partly to 
currency gains it docked up a 37 
per cent improvement in dollar 
terms while the world index was 
up IS percent. 

The volume of money 


involved has been impressive. 
Whereas three years ago foreig- 
ners owned some 8 per cent of 
stocks traded on the Tokyo 
exchange, today the figure is 
estimated to be little more than 3 
percent. 

But in terms of GNP per 
capita, the Japanese are now 
richer than the citizens of any 
other OECD nation. It does not 
seem likely that, from this base, 
Japan can sustain an exceptional 
growth rate in the long term. 

Hidemi Ito, deputy general 
manager of Yamaichi Research 
Institute, Tokyo told the seminar 
at the Kuwait Hilton yesterday 
that the Japanese economy is 
expected to achieve a real growth 
rate of 3.7 per cent in 1988. 
Among the major countries, this 
is the only growth rate to reach 
the 3 per cent level and is foll- 
owed by the U K with an 
estimated growth rate more than 
I per cent lower at 2.7 per cent. 

Prices 

While consumer prices are 
expected to rise from 0.2 per cent 
recorded in 1987 to 1.1 per cent in 
1988, this increase is extremely 
small in comparison to projec- 


tions for the other countries and 
should not create any problems. 
As these projections indicate, the 
Japanese economy this year is in 
the. ideal position of expansion 
without inflation. 

The effects of the stock market 
crash are expected to show up in 
US consumer spending and 
residential construction trends. 
Despite support provided by 
capital investment, the real 
growth rate of the economy is 
projected to slow by I per cent 
from 2.6 per cent in 1987 to 1.6 
per cent in 1988. 

The percentage of Japanese 
stocks held by overseas investors 
dropped to approximately 3.8 
per cent at the end of last year 
from a high of 8.8 per cent recor- 
ded in 1984. Tokyo market, 
which was considered to be the 
most highly priced, suffered the 
smallest percentage decline. 

At the time of the stock market 
crash, it was obvious that a num- 
ber of the major markets was 
unable to cope with the- volume 
of sell orders. On the contrary the 
Tokyo market successfully 
absorbed a huge volume of sales. 
The largs investment potential of 


domestic investors has been sup- 
porting the rising stock price 
trend in the Japanese markets 
mid was largely responsible for 
the unrivaled resistance dis- 
to declining prices in the 
ce of the stock market crash. 
Funds 

This is because funds have 
continued to flow into the stock 
market as a result of structural 
fund surpluses and low interest 
rates. 

Moreover, little change is 
expected in this major financial 
trend during 1988. 

Ito said there were two major 
reasons for structural funds sur- 
pluses in Japan. Firstly, the 
accumulated effects of a targe 
scale surplus in the current 
account balance, and secondly, 
because the high rate of saving 
has resulted in the growth of a 
huge amount of financial assets. 

Reviewing Japanese consumer 
price trends in past yean, it is 
obvious that oil prices have an 
overwhelming influence on 
prices. He said in the immediate 
future it seems very likely that oil 
prices will trend downwards. 
Opec has already begun to make 
discount sales of oil to Japan. 
Such a movement provides the 
incentive for price stabilisation. 
The yen exchange rate will also 
help stabilise prices since a long- 
term trend towards a mild 
appreciation is also anticipated. 

Reform 

“Towards the 21st century 
Japan is scheduled to carry out a 
major conversion of its economy 
to a domestic demand-led type 
with national land redevelop- 
ment and technological reform 
as pivots. This constitutes a 
major industrial revolution mov- 
ing away from the national 
policy of an export-led economy 
pursued in the 1 20 years since the 
beginning of the Meiji era,” Ito 
added. 

The delegation also met yes- 
terday the senior ofDdalls of the

US still 
supports 
case-by-case 
debt relief 

WASHINGTON, Feb 8, 
(Reuter): Assistant Treasury 
Secretary David Mulford said 
yesterday the Reagan adminis- 
tration would oppose settingupa 
new international body to buy 
developing countries’ debts at a 
discount. 

“Creation of a debt facility 
would represent a move away 
from the case-by-case approach, 
which isn’t feasible, and would 
undermine international support 
for. and progress under the 
current debt strategy,” he said. 

Mulford was testifying before 
a meeting of congressional sub- 
committees about progress on a 
Mexican plan to exchange bonds 
for some of its debt. 

A proposal for an inter- 
national debt organisation to aid 
developing countries by buying 
their debts at a discount and issu- 
ing securities for them is part of 
pending US trade legilsation. 

Measure 

Mulford said such a measure 
would effectively shift the risk on 
outstanding loans from commer- 
cial banks to taxpayers. 

“By raising expectations of a 
bail-out, the creation of such a 
facility would weaken the resolve 
of the debtors to undertake 
necessary reforms and 
encourage unilateral actions to 
maximize debt forgiveness,” be 
said. ■ 

The Mexican plan, announced 
in December and backed by the 
United States, calls for Mexico to 
spend $1.8 billion to buy $10 
billion of non-interest-bearing 
zero-coupon bonds issued by the 
US Trasury Department. 

Mexico would then issue its 
own bonds — backed by the 
American bonds — and use them 
to buy back its debt at a discount 
from commercial banks which 
are owed an estimated $78 
billion. 

Debts 

It has been estimated that 
Mexico, thus could reduce its 
debts by up to $20 billion since 
Mexican debits being sold on the 
secondary market at a discount 
ofabout 50 percent. * 

Mulford insisted it was not a 
debt forgiveness plan, though he 
conceded under questioning that 
b anks bidding on the new Mex- 
ican bonds would likely lose 
some money. 

Hedescribed the Mexicanplan 
as “a limited tool and not in and 
of itself a solution” to the 
problem of heavily indebted 
developing countries. Mulford 
would not comment whether the 
United States might offer similar 
backing for other countries but 
said the US treasury was "willing 
in principle to look at other cases 
as they come up.” 


Move to bolster sales 


Saudis begin oil industry shake-up 


RIYADH, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia has taken the first 
steps in a long-awaited shake-up 
of its oil industry designed to 
bolster sales in a sagging world 
market. 

Oil industry sources said the 
world’s biggest oil exporter was 
starting to resructure domestic 
operations and was seeking an 
overseas outlet for its crude ml in 
an attempt to follow a successful 
strategy pioneered by its neigh- 
bour Kuwait 

As a first move, three 
lubricants plants in Saudi 
Arabia, now majority or wholly- 
owned by the state retromin oil 
company, will be merged into 
one organisation to oversee the 
sector. 

The move makes good sense, 
said one industry executive. 
Before there were three different 


mamiyi n qi i^, three marketing 
teams, three strategies. . .there 
wfll be a certain streamlining and 
rationalisation. 

The changes are likely to set a 
precedent for future reforms in 
Petronun, the general petroleum 
and mineral organisation for- 
med in 1962 to handle domestic 
oil marketing. 

Industry sources also expect a 
shake-up in the other major aim 
of the Saudi oil business, the 
Arabian American Oil Company 
(Aramco), which operates the 
kingdom's vast oil fields. 

The idea of the reorganisation 
can be traced back to the dismis- 
sals of veteran Saudi Oil Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Y amani m 1986 and 
subsequently of Petromin gover- 
nor Abdel Hadi Taber. 

Under the new leadership of 
Oil Minister Hisham Nazer, the

exploring ways to increase 
efficiency and expand sales at a 
time of glut on the world ofl 
market 

Network 

Kuwait has made the running 
by setting up a sales and refining 
network in Europe which oU 
industry sources believe Saudi 
Arabia has been eyeing with envy 
and is now set to emulate. 

The sources said several inter- 
national oil companies had 
already submitted offers for the 
kingdom to buy their European 
refining and sales networks ’off 
the shedf.’ 

The reorganisation of the

The sources said there was no 
indication yet whether Mobil 
would be asked to sell its hold- 
ings.

Money crisis enters new stage 
as EEC leaders prepare summit 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, Feb 8, 
(AP): The European Economic 
Community's mounting cash 
crisis enters a new, possibly 
decisive stage this week as leaders 
of the 12 member countries 
prepare for an emergency sum- 
mit. 

The West German govern- 
ment, which will be chairman of 
the meeting on Thursday and 
Friday in Brussels, is scrambling 
to forge agreement on bow to 
limit EEC farm subsidies and res- 
cue the group from looming ban- 
kruptcy. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl and 
his chief aides are aiming lo 
produce an overall compromise 
package by Tuesday. It would be 
the culmination of a nearly con- 
tinuous — and mostly incon- 
clusive — series of meetings of 
EEC foreign and agriculture 
ministers since mid-January. 
Agreement 

The odds appeared to weigh 
against a comprehensive 
agreement emerging from the 
summit, although the diplomatic 
clout and bureaucratic brawn of 
the Bonn government seemed to 
offer hope for at least some 
progress. 

Besides the depth of dis- 
agreement o'.er the main issues 
on the agenda, the summit’s 
prospects are clouded by the fact 
that the meeting comes so near to 
state elections in West Germany 
in March and May and the 
French presidential elections in 
April. 

Outright failure would throw 
sand in the EECs gears but 
would not keep it from hobbling 
along, as it has since Jan 1, with- 


out a real budget. 

But by late summer, according 
to the EECs own estimates, the 
em« 
ing 
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Brussels session, in the view of 
some officials privy to prepara- 
tions for the meeting, is a partial 
accord that may provide the basis 
for completing a credible deal at 
the next summit, in late June. 

At a summit in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, last December, the 
EEC leaders failed to reach 
agreement on any of the main 
elements in a package of 
measures designed to end die 
group’s perennial budget crises 
and to radically transform its 
burdensome system of farm sub- 
sidies. 

: Crisis 

The Copenhagen meeting 
decided an emergency session 
was needed in February. The 
leaders said waiting until the next 
regularly scheduled summit in 
June would only allow the dis- 
agreements to widen, the finan- 
cial crisis to .deepen and the 
political paralysis to worsen. 

' The EEC's annual budget 
which last year was 42 bflh'on 
European currency units (S52 
billion), represents less than 2 per 
cent of the member countries’ 
collective economic output. 

The organisations executive 
commission wants to overhaul 
the EECs financial structure in 
order to provide a larger budget. 
But some leaders, led by British 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher, say they’ll give no extra 
money until dear<ait limits are 
put on farm spending. 


The EEC devotes about two- 
thirds of its total budget to 
agriculture — much ofitfor stor- 
ing and disposing of surplus 
grain, butter and other products 
that accumulate largely because 
the subsidy system itself 
encourages farmers to grow 
more than Europe can eat or 
export. 

It’s this conflict between offer- 
ing nearly unlimited subsidy 
guarantees to farmers, while at 
the same time seeking to control 
the overall EEC budget, that is at 
the heart of the current debate. 

Lionel - Stolera, a former 
French secretary of state in the 
Labour Ministry, said the EEC 
should be putting much more 
emphasis on non-farm program- 
mes. 

“Can one accept for long that 
Europe should be immobuised 
by these agricultural contradic- 
tions while agriculture represents 
only 10 per cent of European 
activity?” Stoleru wrote in the 
Feb2editioo of the French daily 
Le Monde. 

Yet the European public at 
large also seems unsure of the 
importanceofagriculturein their 
society and the need for changes 
in farm policies. 

Survey 

In a survey published last week 
by the EEC commission, 59 per 
cent of the respondents said they 
believed governments should 
continue subsidising agriculture. 
Only one-third felt the EEC was 
devoting too much of its budget 
to fanning. Yet two-thirds said 
neither consumers nor fanners 
had benefitted from the EEC’s 
Common Agricultural Policy. 


Sony tries to crack 
US computer market 


NEW YORK, Feb 8, (UPI): 
Sony Corporation of America is 
renewing its efforts to crack the 
US computer market, announc- 
ing it would sell a family of work- 
stations and associated software. 

Tokyo-based Sony Corp’s US 
arm said last week it formed. Sony 
Microsystems Co. to market its 
Net Work Station (NEWS) 
workstations. The Unix-based, 
32-bit workstations are designed 
for use by programmers, engin- 
eers and scientists working in 
computer networks on software 
engineering, technical publishing 
and electrical and mechanical 
design applications. 

Butsecurilies analysts familiar 
with Sony said the company faces 
serious obstacles in its efforts to 
penetrate the highly competitive 
US market for sophisticated 
computer hardware. 

Technology 

The analysts noted that while 
Sony has superb distribution 
channels for its consumer elec- 
tronics products, it is weak in 
distributing Lo commercial cus- 
tomers. 

“They’ve got the technology 
and the product, but they don’t 
have the marketing, distribution 
and service capabilities that are 
90 per cent of the game,” one 
analyst said. 

Sony said the products will 
initially be targeted at computer- 
aided software engineering and 
technical publishing segments of 
the $2 billion market for general- 
purpose engineering worksta- 
tions. 

The equipment will be sold by 


original equipment manufac- 
turers and value-added reseller 
channels, Sony said, but the new 
company also will have access to 
the Parent's sales channels for 
professional broadcast and video 
equipmentand government busi- 
ness. 

The first NEWS models sold in 
the United States will be the 
NWS-7J 1, priced at $3,995, and 
NWS-841 at $19,900. Initial 
shipments of the two worksta- 
tions, to be sold in tandem, are 
expected in April. 

Success 

The News family was 
developed in Japan by Sony's 
Microsystems Group, a unit 
beaded by Toshi Doi, who 
headed the electronics giant’s 
development of Digital Audio 
Tape Technology. 

“The NEWS family of work- 
stations is the price-performance 
leader in Japan,” Doi said. “It is 
our intention to transfer that suc- 
cess to the United States.” 

The equipment will be 
produced at Sony’s 750,000 
square foot (67,000 sq m) tetev- 
iaonproductionfadlity near San 

y is committed to the US 
computer technology markets 
for the long term,” said Masa- 
hiro Morimoto, Sony Microsys- 
tems president.

Exxon seeks refunds 
from royalty owners 

HOUSTON, Feb 8, (Renter): Exxon USA is seeking $600 
nuflkm in refunds and interest from schools, charities and a 
number of intfividnals and companies who received royalty 
payments from it as owners in a Texas oilfield, a newspaper said 
today. Many of the smaller owners of (he land, which is near the 
east Texas town of Hawkins, say Exxon's request, which was 
made in a lawsuit filed in federal court, is unfair and economically 
devastating, the Houston Post said.

Favourable outlook for 
world wheat harvest 

LONDON, Feb 8, (AP): World wheat production for 1987 is 
estimated at 507 million metric tons, 28 million tons below the 
previous season’s record, the International Wheat Council said 
yesterday. In a detailed report on the world grain market, the 
council also said last year's oatpert of coarse grains, primarily 
maize or corn, was estimated at 801 million tons, compared with 
844 million in 1986 and the record 857 million in 1985. 

The council, a leading forecasting body, left unchanged its 
estimate that Soviet grain imports would total 33 million tons in 
the marketing year between July 1987 and Jane 1988. It said the 
outlook for the 1988 world wheat harvest was ‘‘mostly favoura- 
ble,” due to generally satisfactory weather during plantings and 
early growth. 

However, it said there was concern in some regions. Many key 
wheat areas in northern China lacked protective snow cover 
against cold air that has moved in fate last month, while light rains 
in Inffia and Pakistan only partly recharged soil moisture and 
irrigation water supplies, it said. Last fall's drought also hurt the 
outlook for Tunisia and Algeria, it said. 

The conacfl tentatively forecast the amount of land sown in 
wheat for harvesting in 1988 at 221 nuDkm hectares (546 millio n 
acres), M hardly chained” from 1987 and possible signaling a halt 
in the downward slife in plantings. Cooncfl figures for the past six 
years show that planting declined steadily throughout the period 
from 239.5 million hectares (592 million acres) in 1982 to 220.1 
miffion hectares (544 million acres) last year. 

Dollar slide sends Airbus 
finance into nosedive 

MUNI CH, Feb R(D PA): The steady slump in the valne of the US 
dollar has created major Imancial turbulence for the West 
Emopean airplane manufacturer Airbus Industrie. Since the 
Europeans base their earnings target at a rate of two peafsefae 
marks to the dollar, each new sale of an Airbus plane ‘means a 
bigger loss nowadays, with the dollar at 1.67 marks. 

The partners in the Airbus Industrie consortium — Deutsche 
Airbus (West Germany) and Aerospatiale (France) each with a 
37.9 per cent stake, British Aerospace (20 per cent) and CASA 
(Spam) with fora per cent — now face a period of trying to art 
costs. 

Airhas Industrie president Jean Pierson recently spoke of the 
necessity of achieving 30 to 35 per cent cost savings, yet left 
answered the question ofhow this could be done. 

A West German executive meanwhile has a roar-point plan to 
try to strengthen the Airbus position. The man is Amt Vogels, 
chairman of the Messeredmutt-Boelkow-Rtofam (MBB) com- 
pany which holds complete ownership of Deutsche Airbus. 

lire points indude distributing some of the Airbus production 
to doBar- d e nomhmt ed areas, pricing the airplane a cc ording to the 
European Crareocy Unit and not the dollar, easing export 
barriers now enforced by COCOM, and strengthening the finan- 
cial position in West Germany’s aerospace industry. Vogels 
argues that by prodnting parts of the Airbus in the United States 
and other dollar regions, it cordd help harmonise international 
trade relations and calm the Americans’ fears about the competi- 
tion posed by the European Airbus. 

By re-importing some airplane components denominated in 
dollars, the Airbus programme could become more price effec- 
tive, says Vogels, whose MBB company has already held 
exploratory talks about the topic with the US mannfactnrer 
McDo—eB Douglas. 

$1 2.20m Ifad loan to India 

ROME, Feb 8, (Opecns): The International Fund for Agricnl- 
traal Development (Ifad) is extending a loan of $12^0 million to 
India which will help one of the country's poorest and most 
disadvantaged communities. The project, to which the Indian 
government is contributing $10-30 million, consists of an 
integrated programme of investments in agricultural production, 
natural resources, social development, road construction, land 
survey and commercial activities. The direct beneficiary of the 
scheme will be the community inhabiting the Kasipnr block, 
Korapot district, Orissa state. 

The project wffl also help develop irrigation in lowland areas in 
order to reduce cultivation In the state's fragile upper slopes. 
Farmers wiO be given improved seed varieties and technical 
assistance. 

About 1 2^500 tribal families will be helped by the scheme, while 
4,000 other households wfll benefit indirectly. It is expected that 
in three yews, the income of the average family m the community 
wfll have increased by 2K) per cent as a direct result of the project. 
Available food per brad is likely to go np by as much as 57 per cent. 
This brings total Ifad funding to India to $195 minion. Earlier 
loans have gone to a wide range of agricultural activities, includ- 
ing land development and irrigation. The agreement for the latest 
loan was signed here on Thursday by Ifad president Dr Idrbs 
Jazairy and Indian ambassador to Italy Akbar Mirza Khaleefi.

RIYADH, Feb 8, (Kona): Saudi Minister of Industry and Elec- 
tricity and chairman of the Saudi Baric Industries Corporation

delegation represents the leading West German petrochenscal 
mairafactnrer of Basf, led by the group’s chairman. Dr Hans 
Albers. The delation, which arrived in the kingdom on Friday, is 
here at tbe invitation of Sabic.

LONDON, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices were higher on 
international spot markets today 
although activity continued 
quiet, traders said. 

The market derived some 
upward momentum on worries 
of a squeeze developing in North 
Sea Brent crude for delivery in 
March, similar to the one which 
occurred in January. 

However, reports the trader 
who cornered the market in Jan- 
uary bought 20 to 30 March car- 
goes could not be confirmed. 

Also, signs that North Sea 
crude supplies were tightening 
after fairiy active business late 
Iasi week had soaked up some of 
the overhang, aided the firm 
tone. 

Gap 

This resulted in a slight narr- 
owing of the gap between prices 
of physical North Sea crude and 
“paper”, the tatter being oil for 
forward loading dates that is 
traded without neoessarily being 
physically delivered. 

Towards the close of 
European trade. North Sea 
Brent, the most widely traded 
■ international crude, was about 
3S US cents higher at 16.IS. 
Dubai, the leading Mideast 
grade was quoted at 1 5.65, while 
the benchmark US crude. West 
Texas Intermediate, finned 35 
cents to 17.50. 


Measures 
to change 
Italian 
currency 

ROME, Feb8,(AP): The cabinet 
approved draft legislation yes- 
terday designed to simplify an 
often-baffling currency system 
that requires thousands oflrre for 
everyday purchases. 

The action would not reduce 
the value of Italian currency. Ins- 
tead, it would replace the lira 
with a new monetary unit that 
proponents say will simplify 
transactions in a country where 
rents can cost millions and a res- 
taurant dinner tens of thousands. 

Emilio Colombo, the Minister 
of the Budget, announced yester- 
day that the cabinet had passed 
the bill. But he did not say when 
tire measure would be considered 
by parliament, which must 
approve the bill before it 
becomes law. 

Currency 

The “lira nuova” or new lira 
will be equal to 1,000 lire in 
today's currency. Thus a dollar 
that now buys about 1,250 lire 
would be quoted at 1 lira and 50 
cents. 

Similar measures have been 
discussed for about 40 years in 
Italy, but parliament has never 
given final approval. 

Proponents contend that 
besides simplifying transactions 
by business and the government, 
the measure also would create a 
monetary unit with more realis- 
tic exchange rates. 

Opponents fear a new mon- 
etary system would be inflation- 
ary because consumers, sud- 
denly believing things were 
cheaper, would spend more.

JAKARTA. Indonesia. Feb 8, 
(AP): Indonesia and Egypt 
agreed today to further boost 
their trade by increasing the 
exports of different commodities 
on a reciprocal basis. 

The agreement came after the 
first meeting of the Indonesia- 
Egypi joint "commission's three 

days of talks. 

The Indonesian commodities 
include plywood products, rub- 
ber and rubber products, coffee, 
tea and oil-palm seeds, in addi- 
tion to manufactured products. 

Egypt offered its export goods 
such as coriander seeds, phos- 
phate. iron and steel products, 
aluminium products, mah, tex- 
tile paint and chemical substan- 
ces. 

Both sides also agreed to study 
the possibility of certain joint 
marketing of export goods and 
the mutual use of facilities availa- 
ble in free trade zones. 

The two parties also said tech- 
nical cooperation in economic 
development of the two coun- 
tries will be stepped up. 

Indonesia will continue offer- 
ing Egypt a programme of train- 
ing in various fields, particularly 
in family planning, and Egypt, its 
programme on training in 
agriculture and university 
scholarships. 


S. Africa 
slashes duty 
on Turkish 


JOHANNESBURG. Feb 8, 
(Reuter): South Africa has sla- 
shed customs duty on imports 
from Turkey in an unpublicised 
move apparently aimed at boost- 
ing its own exports, local indus- 
trialists said today. 

South A frican industry has 
been angered by the measure 
which effectively reduced duty 
and tariffs on Turlrish-manufac- 
t«--ed imports from an average 30 
percent to around three per cent. 

Pretoria has no preferential 
trade agreement with Turkey, 
which is not one of S. Africa’s 
major trading partners. 

"In ail my years I have never 
heard of a move which has been 
so all-encompassing in the ben- 
crus it gives to the other party,” 
Colin McCarthy, director of the 
Cape Chamber of Commerce, 
told Reuters. 

Surplus 

I believe South Africa has an 
advantageous trade surplus with 
Turkey and we must be exporting 
something heavy over there, like, 
steel or coal, although there are 
no regular direct shipping links.” 
McCarthy said. 

Other industrialists, who 
asked not to be named, said the 
government appeared to have 
cut import duty on Turkish 
goods as part of a deal aimed at 
encouraging Turkey to buy more 
South African exports, like coal 
and steel, which are excluded 
from many potential markets by 
anti-apartheid sanctions. 

The’ industrialists said the 
move appeared directly to con- 
tradict the government's official 
trade policies. 


Investment 
firms suffer 
setbacks 


ISLAMABAD. Feb 8, (Kuna): 
A large number of investment 
companies operating in the 
private sector are in deep trouble 
following the campaign laun- 
ched by the State Bank of Pakis- 
tan against illegal banking in the 
country. 

According to sources in the 
Sluic Bank which is thecountry's 
apex bank, there has been in the 
past one year, a mushroom 
growth of private companies 
which have lured people into 
investing their money with 
promises of good profits. 

What in fact these companies 
were doing was mostly illegal 
bunking or fraudulent practices 
against which the Slate Bank has 
received hundreds of complaints 
in its capacity as Lhe country's 
controlling banking establish- 
ment. 

Investment 

One cautious estimate has put 
the number of these so-called 
investment companies at 270. big 
and small. They have pocketed 
millions of rupees of public 
money on the promises of fat 
returns. 

The campaign launched by the 
S BP has already led to Lheclosure 
of a large number of such com- 
panies and many more are 
preparing to pack up. 

After necessary investigations, 
the Stale Bank of Pakistan has 
filed suits in the Sind High Court 
against eight investment com- 
panies on the char gcof refusal by 
these companies to produce their 
accounts and other business 
records for inspection. 

There arc 26 other companies 
against whom criminal com- 
plaints have been filed under sec- 
tion 27-A of the banking com- 
panies ordinance in the Sind 
High Court. 


Dollar and share prices retreat 


LONDON. Feb 8, ( Reuter): The 
dollar and shares in New York 
and London retreated today with 
London's Stock Exchange, hi t by 
worries over a Ford Car workers’ 
slrikeand other signsof new Brit- 
ish trade union militancy, drop- 
ping more than 40 points.

LONDON, Feb 8, (Kuna): Non- 
Opec oil production in the first 
quarter of 1988 was running 
more than 500.000 barrels per 
day ahead of the year-earlier 
pace, according to latest 
estimates. 


A leading specialised publica- 
ellii 


tion. Petroleum Intelligence 
Weekly (PIW), said in its latest 
issue today that this group has 
probably absorbed virtually all 
of the estimated rise in world oil 
demand over the same period. 

It predicted that non-Opec 
output may climb another 
300,000 to 400,000 b/d this year. 

Trend 

The New York-based PIW 
which is widely read in oil circles 
here, maintained that this trend 
would make it very difficult for 
Opec to gain much of an increase 
for its own production, par- 
ticularly should demand growth 
slow down. 

The largest increment of new 
non-Opec exports is from the 
"newcomer” the Arab Republic 
of Yemen. 

But the newsletter pointed out 
that at least nine other large 
exporters from Mexico to Syria 
are also producing more than a 
year ago. 


At the same timelhe once steep 
drop in the US output has slowed 
considerably, while Britain's 
expected North Sea decline has 
not taken place — it is nearly 
back to the year-ago leveL 

Meanwhile, PIW believed that 
some leading non-Opec expor- 
ters are restraining production 
growth in support of Opec. 

The ‘terms-of-trade’ loss 
associated with the US dollar's 
sharp depreciation between. 
December 1985 and 1986. com- 
bined with the sudden fall in 
crude prices, severely eroded die 
earning capacity of oil exporting 
countries and companies, it was 
reported in Vienna today. 

In annital report for 1986 the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opec) fur- 
ther notes that the fall in crude 
prices through the calendar year 
1986 was not proportionately 
reflected in the decline of retail 
product prices in the major con- 
suming countries. 

Value 

The depreciation of the US 
dollar's value against other 
major currencies in 1 986 contin- 
ued a trend that started after the 
dollar peaked in March of 1985. 
The decline was 13 per cent in 


relation to an import weighted 
basket of major currencies. 

The drop was part of the swin- 
ging in exchange rates that has 
characterised' the international 
monetary system since floating 
exchange rates emerged in the 
1970s. 

By the end of 1986, the US 
dollar had fallen by 30 per cent 
against the basket made up of the 
German mark, Italian lira, Bel- 
gian, French and Swiss francs, 
Japanese yen. Dutch florin, 
Swedish kroner and British 
pound. 

Decline 

The decline largely reflects 
deliberate policy by the US 
government, the Opec report 
says, adding that the failure of 
the US to improve its trade 
balance as a result of the dollar’s 
lower value increased trade 
protectionist pressures in lhe 
USA with aspillovereffecton the 
oil industry. 

The real purchasing power of a 
(weighted average) price of one 
barrel of Opec crude fell by 48 per 
cent between the months of 
December of 1985 and 1986. This 
assessment is based on the spot 
dollar price of crude, adjusted for 
exchange rates and export price 


index of the major industrialised 
countries.

Argentina displacing Brazil and 
Mexico as bankers’ major worry 


NEW YORK, Feb 8, (AP): 
Argentina is only the third-big- 
gest debtor in the Third World, 
but is rapidly becoming the No. 1 
worry of international bankers. 

The two biggest borrowers, 
Brazil and Mexico, appear lo be 
making better progress in their 
negotiations with foreign 
creditors, even though they, each 
have foreign debts twice the size 
of Argentina’s. 

Brazil owes $113 billion to 
foreign lenders, Mexico 105 
billion and Argentina 54 billion. 
The three nations account for 
about one quarter of the Third 
World’s total foreign debt of 
SI. 1 9 trillion. 

The three countries formed the 
G-3, or Group of Three debtor 
countries, last September lo 
create a common front against 
lenders, but in fact they have con- 
tinued negotiating individually 
since then. 

Concern . 

The concern over Argentina is 
palpable in the informal New 
York market where Third World 
loans are traded between lenders. 
This week, for example. Merrill 
Lynch, a New York brokerage 
firm, was quoting Mexican loans 
for resale at 47 to 49 cents on the 
dollar and Brazilian loans at 45- 
47 cents. 

The quote for Argentine debt 
was 28 lo 30 cents on the dollar, 
down from 33 cents Jan 1 5. 

But Argentina's prominence 
as the outstanding problem 
could be only temporary, one 
expert says. 

"It's like a game of musical 
chairs," said Shafoul Islam, sen- 
ior fellow for economics at the 
Council for Foreign Relations, a 
private. New York-based 
research organisation. 

"The three big debtors lake 
turns every year to become the 
year's big success or disaster 
story. In 1986 il was Mexico's 
turn to be the disaster, in 1987 it 
was Brazil's turn. Now it’s 
Argentina's turn." Islam said in 
an interview. 

Record 

In the long-ter .fen Lina

said. Back in ihegrea impression 
of the 1930s. he recall:*!, when 
Latin American countries 
defaulted on their 1920s loans, 
“Argentina was the only country 
that never defaulted." 

For the present, however. 
Argentina is falling behind on its 


billion in interest this year, but 
the Argentine central bank 
estimates the country's foreign 
currency reserves at only $700 
million as of January.

’ Argentina, wracked by a 1 74.8 
percent inflation rate in 1987 and 
with an even higher rate apparen- 
tly still in store for this year, sent 
central bank president Jose L. 
Machines to Washington this 
week to seek a $225 million loan 
negotiated last year from the 
Internationa! Monetary Fund. 

The IMF has not released the 
funds so far on the ground that 
Argentina has not complied with 
an IMF economic programme to 
combat inflation and govern- 
ment deficits. 

President Raul Alfonsin’s 
ability to comply has been hob- 
bled by mid-term election losses 
to the Peronist opposition last 
September. 

Argentina is also seeking $540 
million from international com- 
mercial banks, but a banker close 
to the bank negotiating commit- 
tee in New York said last week 
the country will have to reach an 
understanding first with the 
IMF. 

Under Alfonsin, Argentina 


has adopted a non -confron- 
tational stance toward its 
creditors. Alfonsin says he is 
"relatively optimistic, because I 
have impression that the 
creditors are realising that this is 
a political problem” rather than 
a financial problem. 

Under the Mexican plan, 
creditor banks will be able to 
exchange at a discount some of 
their Mexican loans for as much 
as $20 billion worth of new Mex- 
ican government bonds. 

These bonds will be backed by 
a US treasury guarantee. They 
are to be issued at an auction in 
New York Feb 19 and they facea 
somewhat uncertain future. 
Some major banks such as 
Citicorp of New York have said 
they are not planning to bid, 
preferring instead to hold their 
current Mexican obligations. 

US Treasury Assistant 
Secretary David Muiford told 
Congress on Thursday the 
Treasury is prepared to consider 
Mexican -style plans for other 
countries on a case by case basis. 
But he said the Mexican plan 
should not be seen as support for 
general debt forgiveness 
schemes. 

As for Brazil, it partially 
caught up on its back interest 
obligations this week wiLh a $350 
million payment to foreign 
banks, and seemed to be establi- 
shing more friendly relations 
with its overseas lenders.

(settlement date Feb 16), and was regarded as 
moderately successful seeing a more healthy 
demand by domestic investors. 

The cut in US Banks prime rates by 1/4 per 
cent to 8-1/2 per cent has put a cap on dollar’s 
rise. 

Japanese yen 

The yen movement was still confined to a 
tight range. The yen opened and ended the week 
against the dollar at the same level of 129.35/45 
yen, below its week before last closing of 
128.00/10 and down from the highest level it 
reached on Thursday at 127.90/00 yen before it 
came to an easier dose as a result of firmer 
dollar tone’ supported by healthy demand for 
US Treasury Quarterly Auction. 

The yen didn’t breach the important 130 
level. 


Japanese Finance Minister Miyazawa said 
that the G-7 would continue with necessary 
action to prevent a further dollar fall and that 
the bottom of the dollar could be thought of as 
being around 125 yen. 

Deutsche mark 

After being locked in a tight trading range 
between 1.68-1.69 marks against the dollar 
most of the week the mark finished the week 
easier breaching the important resistance level 
at 1.70 for the first lime in 2 1,2 months at 
1.7020/30 marks against an opening of 1 .6910/ 
20 and week before last closing of 1.6810/20 
marks on the back of a firmer dollar which was 
given impetus by increased demand for US 
Treasury Quarterly Refunding Auction. 

West German wholesale turnover fdi by 4 
per cent in 1987 from 1986 level due to lower 
wholesale sales in commodities and semi-fini- 
shed goods. 

In January the jobless rale is expected to have 
increased lo"9.9 percent of total workforce up 
from 9.2 per cent in Dec. but below Jan 1987 
level of 10 percent. 

For 1987 as a whole unemployment rate 
stood at 8.9 per cent but it is expected lo rise to 
9.2 per cent in 1988. 

Industry orders fell in Dec by 2.8 per cent 
aftera fall of0.9 percent in Nov due to a sharp 
drop iif capital goods orders although con- 
sumer goods orders were good. 

Pound sterling 

After gaining support earlier in the week 
from the 1/2 per cent rise to 9 per cent in UK 
base rates, the pound closed easier as the dollar 
strengthened. The rate cut had been expected as 
rising UK earnings growth, continuing strong 
consumer demand and rising money supply 
aggregates have all sounded warning bells in 
the past few months. 

The pound ended at $1.7520 30 near its 
opening level of $1.7570/80 but below the 
previosu week’s closing rate of 1.7655/65 
dollars. 

Precious metals 

Gold 

Gold prices weakened considerably, break- 
ing the 440 5/oz resistance level to end the week 
at its lowest closing level since mid-April last 
year, on firmer dollar and heavy stop- loss sell- 
ing and long liquidation. 

They opened the week at 453/453.50 S/oz and 
ended sharply lower at 438.50/439 S/oz, show- 
ing a loss of $17.50 over the previous week's 
dosing of 456/456-50 $/oz. 

Silver 

Silver bullion prices opened the week at 6.52/ 
6.54 S/oz and dosed sharply lower at 6.30/6.32 
$/oz, its lowest close since early November 
showing a loss of 21 cents over the previous 
week's dosing of 6.5 1 /6.53 $/oz. 

The decline late in the week reflected a late 
drop in gold to 9- 1/2 month lows. 

Platinum 

Platinum prices weakened over last week to 
close at its lowest level since late July 1 986. 

After opening at 454.50/456.50 S/oz, they 
closed lower at 442/444 $/ oz showing a loss of 
$ 5 over the previous week’s closing of 457/459 
$/oz. 


Slower growth predicted for UK 


This Is (he second part of the 
article ‘Kuwait market contin- 
ues to enjoy ample levels of 
liquidity.’ The first part 
appeared In the Arab Tunes on 
Feb 8. 

The poorer than anticipated 
UK trade numbers and concerns 
raised by the governor of the 
Bank of England that the econ- 
omy appears to be overheating, 
cautioning a need for milea 
retrenchment, has eased upward 
pressure on the £/DM cross rate, 
with sterling slipping from its 
DM3.00 ceiling. 

The current account is 
estimated to have been in deficit 
by £595mn in November com- 
pared with shortfall of £282mnin 
the previous month. 

Despite indications of strong 
positive growth, on balance, 
earlier overheating concerns 
appear to have been slightly 
eroded by recent figures. 

Estimates for manufacturing 
output indicated a 0.5 per cent 
fall in the November after a 1.4" 
per cent rise the previous month 
and retail sales dropped by more 
than 1.0 percent in December. 

Retail prices as yet remain 
unaffected (a 0.1 per cent fall in 
December brought the year-on- 
year increase to 3.7 per cent), ■ 
whilst the fall in unemployment 
of 34,500 in November, com- 
pares with an average 50,000 
decline over the last six months 
and would suggest the improving 
trend is beginning to flatten out. 

Although one month's figures 
do not provide a firm indication 
of future trends a slowdown in 
activity over the months ahead 
appears likely. 


The recent uptick in the US 
unit brought the S/DM rate at 
one point to DMI .69. 

However, with the dollar’s 
strength short-lived the Ger man 
unit adjusted back to current 
DM1.67. 

The DM continues to hold 
steady against sterling at 
DM2.98 and has edged slightly 
lower vis-a-vis the yen to Y76.5. 
On a trade-weighted basis the 
index fell back two points to 
149.6. 

West Germany ended the year 
with a DM 11. 3 billion surplus in 
December which was an increase 
of 2.8 per cent from the Novem- 
ber figure of DM10.99 billion, 
although this was down 1.7 per 
cent from the December 1986 
surplus of DM 1 1 .5 billion. 

Exports for 1987 declined 
Slightly by 0.3 per cent to 
DM524.6 billion whilst imports 
eased by 1 .2 percent lo DM408.8 
billion.

IOC to punish boycotting nations 


CALGARY, Alberta, Feb 8, 
(AP): The International Olympic 
Committee has decided to pun- 
ish nations that boycott the Sum- 
mer Games with a financial slap 
on the wrist . 

As it wrapped up a two-day 
meeting yesterday, the IOCs 
executive board adopted a three- 
part resolution under which 
boy cotters would lose their share 
of television revenues as fun- 
nelled through Olympic 
solidarity, one of thecommittee’s 
financial arms. 

Although TV revenues for the 
games in Seoul this year come to 
some $400 million, the per- 
nation share once it reaches 
solidarity coffers is only about 
$6,000, according to IOC figures. 

Prompted 

Still, the action — prompted 
by a boycott of Seoul by North 
Korea and some of its allies — 
marked the first time the IOC 
had imposed a penalty directly 
on nations who stay away for 


political reasons. 

There \is no anger in this 
action,” Michele Verdier, the 
IOC spokeswoman, said. “The 
only feeling, the IOC can have is 
to regret that some athletes do 
not have the chance to par- 
ticipate in the games.” 

The resolution, proposed by a 
four-member working group 
appointed by the board last 
December, makes three points. 

It says tbe IOCs 167 member 
National Olympic Committees 
have the “moral obligation” to* 
send athletcs to the Games, alth- 
ough the NOCs retain the right 
to reject an invitation to par- 
ticipate. 

It says that nations who decide 
to reject invitations will lose then- 
share of the solidarity TV funds. 

“We can’t force anyone to 
accept an invitation to par- 
ticipate,” IOC Vice President 
Richard Pound said. “But we can 

say that the NOCs have the 
obligation to send their athletes 


to the games and wc have the 
option of withholding money.” 

Verdier said this section 
applied only to the Summer 
Games, not the Winter Games 
where only a third of the member 
nations are entered. 

And it says that in cases where 
NOCs accept an invitation and 
then reverse themselves, the 
executive board rather than the 
entire IOC will decide what puni- 
shment to impose. 'This takes 
much of the political pressure out 
of the penalty process. 

“Tins involves a lot of nuan- 
ces,” Verdier said. “It is not 
meant to penalise countries who 
withdraw for financial reasons, 
for instance. It will be studied 
case by case.” 

Again, Verdier said this was 
aimed primarily at Summer 
Game's boycotters. She said 
Ireland and Senegal, which with- 
drew teams from Calgary at the 
last minute because of te c hni ca l 
reasons, would not be punished. 


Madrid steal the show with 7 goals 


MADRID, Feb 8, (Reuter): 
Atletico Madrid stole the 
limelight in Spanish First Div- 
ision soccer action yesterday 
thrashing Real Mallorca 7-0. 

But Atletico still trail six points 
behind runway leaders from 
across town. Real Madrid, 
whose 2- 1 win at Sporting Gijon 
thanks to a late Hugo Sanchez 
goal gives them 36 points. 

There was plenty of drama in 
Seville where two players were 
sent off and English striker Gary 
Lineker was substituted in the 
match between Sevilla and Bar- 
celona. 

Red card

Jones scores first PGA victory of his career 


PEBBLE BEACH, California,

Sand shot 

Tway, seeking his first title 
since beating Greg Norman with 
an historic sand shot on the 72nd 
hole of the 1986 PGA, had a 
chan ce to prolong the playoff. 
But his birdie attempt from 12-15 
feet (4-5 metres) sliaby the cup on 
the 17th green at Pebble Beach 
and Jones, 29, at last was a win- 
ner. 

Jones and Tway, the 1986 
player of the year, finished the 
regulation 72 holes at 280, eight 
shots under par. 


Tway, playing about one-half 
hour in front of Jones, came from 
six shots back with a 68. 

Jones, a rangy 6-foot-4. strug- 
gled in with a hard-won 2-over- 
par 74. He had a chance to win it 
in regulation, but missed an 8- 
foot (23-metre) birdie putt on 
tbe 72nd hole, setting up the 

E layoff that began on the 16th 
ole. 

Both parred it. Jones missed a 
12-footer (4 metres) that would 
have won it, and Tway dropped a 
6-footer (two metres) that sent 
them to the tee on the par- 3 17th, 
where the green juts into the 
frothy surf ofCannd Bay. 

Both put their tee shots on the 
green. Jones made his and Tway 
“He just made a great putt,” 
Tway said. 

“Obviously I play to win, but 
I'm pleased.

Jones, who has let previous 
opportunities for victory slip 
through his fingers, twice lost a 
lead over the last 1 8 holes. 

Surrendered 

Three shots in front when the 
day’s play started, be surren- 
dered the lead to Lanager after 
Six holes.

metres.

East 
Germany’s Uew-Jens Mey was 
second overall with 156.695 
points and American Eric Flaim 
third with 157.065. 

“I was kind of nervous before 
the lasL race and just hoping 
nothing drastic would happen. I 
was maybe a little conservative.

Jansen said.
